The committee recommended non-con- 
currence, and the recommendation was adopted. 

Memorial No. 5, on the relation of our educational institutions to the Church (being a 
paper from the Farmville District Conference), committee recommended concurrence. Jas. 
Cannon, Jr., offered as a substitute for the resolutions of said paper the following resolutions, 
which were adopted and the remainder of the committee’s report on this subject was then 
adopted. ( See Reports. ) 

Memorial No. 6, limiting term of Presiding Elders. Committee recommended concurrence, 
and the recommendation was adopted.

John Wesley Nicholson was born in Warren county, North Carolina, on November 
25, 1854. He began life with a splendid capital. In his veins ran the hardy blood of a 
liberty-loving and religious Scotch-Irish ancestry. By the circumstance of birth he had a 
healthy body, a vigorous mind and a pure Christian atmosphere in which his young life 
might “live and move and have its being.” He himself was often heard to say that of all 
the influences which helped to mould his life and give him inspiration, the most potent for 
good was that of his godly mother’s precept and example. 

His early education was secured at a private school conducted near his father’s home, 
and was about that which was enjoyed by the average boy of good Carolina parentage. 

When a lad of about fourteen years of age he was converted in a meeting held in his 
neighborhood. He took his profession seriously and began to exercise the gifts and graces 
with which God had endowed him. He took an active interest in the work of the church 
and, though but a boy, he did not shrink from leading the congregation in public prayer. 
His pastor, discovering that he was “a lad o’ pairts,” sought to induce him to attend Wake 
Forest College and to prepare for the ministry. But to one endowed with his characteristics 
another course of education was more needful. Instead of going to a school to study books, 
in the providence of God he was led into an active business life, where he studied in the 
laboratories of human life and learned the best ways of moving men by actual contact 
with them. 

He was energetic, industrious and aspiring. With the purpose of fltting himself for 
service in a broader fleld, he determined to supplement the education he had already received 
by studying law, and entered upon such a course in the office and under the guidance of a 
Mr. Godlin, a lawyer of Raleigh, North Carolina. At the same time he was agent of the 
Raleigh and Gaston Railway at Middleburg, North Carolina, from which place he journeyed 
twice a week to Raleigh in the prosecution of his studies. 

In December, 1879, he was married to Miss Roberta Scott Jeff r ess, of Mecklenburg county, 
Virginia, a woman of superior character and attainments, who, until her death, September 
29, 1902, was ever his true helpmeet and wise counselor. Of this union were born three 
sons and a daughter, who survive him. In November, 1907, he was happily married to 
Miss Lillian Elmore, of Accomack county, who also survives him. 

As a young man he took an active interest in the politics of his native county, and his 
popularity and efficiency as an officer are attested by the fact that in the face of strong 
and cunning opposition, he was elected by the suffrage of his fellow citizens to various ofl&ces, 
including those of county treasurer and county court clerk. Declining re-election, he moved 
to Abingdon, in this State, where he became the editor of The Abingdon Virginian. 

But the confidence of his fellow-citizens or success in business did not satisfy him. God 
had other work for him and was leading him onward. Becoming convinced that it was his 
duty to preach the Gospel, he “did not become disobedient unto the heavenly vision,” but 
asked for recommendation for admission into the traveling connection, which was granted 
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him by the quarterly conference of the Nicholson ville circuit in the Holston Conference. 
He was received on trial into the Virginia Conference at the ensuing session, held in 
Norfolk, in November, 1886. At the conference held at Portsmouth in 1888, he was admitted 
into full connection in the brotherhood of Methodist preachers, and was ordained a deacon 
by Bishop Granbery. ' Two years later, in Court Street Church, Lynchburg, he was ordained 
an elder by Bishop Hargrove. 

His first appointment was to the Middle Bedford circuit, but the retiring pastor, the 
Rev. John W. Howard, was sick and, in order that he might retain the parsonage. Brother 
Nicholson was changed to West Bedford, where he remained one year. He was then assigned 
to the Cartersville circuit, where he remained two years and where his ministry was crowned 
with rich revivals and a large increase in the membership of his churches. He served 
successively the following charges: West Mathews, Accomack, West Brunswick, South Prin- 
cess Anne, York, East York, Norfolk circuit. South Norfolk, Keller and lastly, Pungoteague, 
where, after a pastorate of less than fifteen months, he closed his busy ministry on earth. 
On February 4, 1909, he was removed from association with his fellows to the more immediate 
presence of his Master. The funeral services were held in the Methodist Church at Pungo- 
teague, Virginia, and were conducted by the Revs. W. H. Edwards, D. D., C. D. Crawley, 
E. M. Jordan, Charles Friend, of the Presbyterian Church, and S. Otto Wright, in the 
presence of a large company of sorrowing friends. 

Brother Nicholson was a faithful servant of the church. All his powers were conse- 
crated to the extension of the Kingdom of God among men. In counsel he was wise and 
far-seeing. Parsonages were renovated. Churches were repaired or erected at strategic 
points. The material interests of the charges he served were well and wisely looked after, 
and, to crown his labors, great revivals, with a consequent increase in church membership, 
marked his ministry in nearly all his charges. 

He was at his best as a pastor. His genial and affable nature made him a general favorite 
with those to w'hom he ministered in spiritual things. He knew men. He knew what to 
expect from them and how to get it out of them. He loved men and they knew it. He had 
the ability to make men feel that he was their friend, and that faculty, too, he consecrated 
to the good of his cause. How many weak and stumbling ones he drew to his warm heart 
and then close to the Cross of Christ, eternity alone will reveal. 

He was a man of quick and active sympathies. His was not a disposition to stop and 
coolly consider whether he would open wide the door of his heart to the new acquaintance. 
He came to his conclusions rather by way of his heart than of his head. He believed in the 
intuitions of his heart and trusted his friends absolutely. Nor did he hesitate to prove his 
confidence and friendship in practical ways. Caesar was not more willing to give benefits 
to the citizens of Rome than was John W. Nicholson to heap favors upon those whom he 
esteemed worthy. And his friends were all worthy. He was built for friendship. And to 
barter the choice commodities of the heart was utterly foreign to his nature. He was 
prompt to resent a wrong, ready to forgive, quick to respond to sympathy and willing to 
sacrifice for his friends. He doubtless made mistakes; but, if so, they were the mistakes of a 
man of quick sympathies, following the guidance of a warm heart. 

On October 15, 1908, he suffered a slight apoplectic stroke, but recovered sufficiently to 
attend the session of this Conference in November last. He was not well. The physicians 
advised rest from all labor in the hope of prolonging his life. But the very thought of 

retiring was repugnant to him. So long accustomed to ceaseless activity, he seemed unable 

to endure the idea of giving way to infirmity and disease. To those who knew him well it 
was evident that he was drawing too heavily on his stock of vital energy, and that nature, 
exhausted, might enter her imperative and final protest at any time. Nor was he ignorant 
of the precariousness of his health. To the public generally, even to his brethren of the 
ministry, he presented a cheery countenance nor sounded any notes in the minor chord. Only 
to those who were admitted into the innermost place in his heart did he speak of the 
probability of an early summons from labor to reward. He knew his condition, yet asked 
not that his burden should be lightened or his tale of bricks diminished. To the last he 

sought with conscientious care to radiate sunshine and good cheer and to help bear the 

burdens of those over whom God had made him the undershepherd. 
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The stroke which he suffered in October brought him to the place whence he could 
see almost into the confines of “the great beyond.” Enforced inactivity gave him oppor- 
tunity to examine again, and imder the very light of eternity, the foundations of his faith. 
And they were sure; for they were founded upon the Rock which is Christ Jesus. The Gospel 
which he had preached to other men supported and sweetly comforted him in the day of 
his need. Heaven was very real and grace did exceedingly aboimd toward him. 

The end of his tireless ministry came suddenly on February 4, 1909, when “God’s finger 
touched him, and he was not; for God took him.”

Rev. Junius B. DeBerry was born in Northampton county, N. C., November 20, 1834, 
and died at Saluda, Middlesex county, Va., March 1, 1909. 

He received his education at the University of North Carolina, where he went through 
the full literary course just previous to the war. At the call to arms, he enlisted as a private 
soldier, but was soon promoted to a captaincy; and no braver soldier ever wore the gray. 
He was captured in the last charge at Chancellorsville, exchanged in a short time, but was 
again captured with the whole of Hoke’s Brigade in 1863, and remained a prisoner till the 
end of the war. 

After the war his life was largely spent on the farm, trying to repair the lost fortunes 
of his family. For several years he taught in the public schools of his county. He was 
converted in 1872, and with his conversion came the unmistakable call to the ministry. He 
first applied for local preacher’s license, and for four years he exercised his gifts, and was 
admitted into the Virginia Conference in 1876. He served the following charges: Richmond 

circuit, Currituck, Lancaster, King George, Bedford, Prince George, and again Currituck, 
Isle of Wight, Prince George, a second term; West Brunswick, Nottoway, Cumberland, and 
was serving his first year on the Middlesex circuit when he was called to a higher service 
in the skies. 

Brother DeBerry Avas twice married. His first Avife, Miss Frances Bryant, did not live 
very many years after the marriage. One daughter survives, who is married to Mr. Stacy 
Smith, of Nottoway county. On February 19, 1885, he was married to Miss Emma Wiles, 
the daughter of the late Alfred Wiles, of the Virginia Conference. She has been a helpmeet 
indeed, both in his home and in his church work. Born and reared in a parsonage, she knew 
thoroughly the ways of the itinerant’s life, and gave to him valuable assistance in all of his 
church enterprises. She, with seven children, survives him. 

As a man. Brother DeBerry was quiet and unassuming. To those who did not know 
him intimately, he appeared reticent. He never obtruded himself upon the Conference or 
upon the public. He rather shrank back from any publicity. Yet no man did his work 
more conscientiously; he followed faithfully the injunction “never to be trifiingly employed.” 
In manner he Avas kind and courteous, and as tender and gentle as a woman. A true 
Christian gentleman at all times, he was firm and brave where firmness and bravery were 
needed. He thought for himself, and when he had reached his conclusions, he could not 
be turned from his vieAvpoint. He was a man of deep convictions. Faithfulness to duty 
was the deep-seated principle which governed all his actions. 

As a preacher he was clear, forceful and convincing; his preaching was with a “thus 
saith the Lord,” and his hearers always felt that he was a man sent of God with a message. 
In all of his charges souls were converted, and the churches greatly strengthened. He would 
never tone down the Law given on Mt. Sinai to suit the pleasures and passions of men, but 
spoke with tremendous earnestness against all manner of evil, and people of high and low 
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degree felt the keenness of his Damascus blade, and many will rise up in the great judgment 
day and call him blessed. Quietly he went about, sowing seeds of righteousness, and he was 
greatly honored of the Lord of the Harvest. 

He received his appointments, however poor from a financial standpoint, without a 
murmur, and left the Conference room for his new field of labor with a firm feeling that 
this was where Divine Providence had led him, and with a determination to do the best 
that was in him. He, like the Apostle Paul, laid the foundation upon which others have 
built grandly. 

He came up to the last Conference in feeble health, but felt that there was still some 
work that he could do for the Master. He was assigned to Middlesex circuit, he went to the 
charge and endeavored to do his duty, as he had always done, but soon found that his 
strength was "failing. Bravely did he struggle on, but at last was compelled by extreme 
weakness to lay down his work. And, surrounded by his family and loving friends, he 
passed to his glorious reward. 

He was laid to rest in the cemetery at Ashland. A purer character has not gone from us. 
His life was a noble creed.

The subject of this sketch was born in Gates comity, N. C., April 22, 1858. His parents 
were Samuel R. and Mary E. Harrell. He was of medium size, compactly built; in height, 
about five feet, eight inches; and when in health, weighed something like one hundred and 
sixty-five pounds; light brown hair and blue eyes. His features and manner indicated 
intellect, self-poise, firmness. He was one of a large number of children, brought up on a 
farm, and his family one of the most prominent and influential in Gates county. His parents 
were zealous Methodists and gave favorable trend to his young mind and heart. It means 
much to be well started in life. A good beginning generally makes a good ending. 

He was converted to God at about sixteen years of age, and joined the Methodist Church, 
South, at Sunbury, N. C. He was firm, consistent in his church life, illustrating practically 
the beauty of young manhood consecrated to God. His experience was not so much of the 
emotional type, but flowed on constantly, like a noble river, widening and deepening, till it 
reached the sea of eternity. His zeal was not fitful, spasmodic, but steady, uniform, per- 
sistent. When importuned to suspend preaching for a while on account of feeble health, he 
would say, “When God wants me to stop. He will stop me. As long as I have strength I 
must work.” A less conscientious man could not have felt and acted thus. 

To an intellect naturally strong, he added the most patient persevering study. After 
passing through the schools of his neighborhood, he graduated at Randolph-Macon College, 
and afterwards in the theological department of Vanderbilt University. The distinctive 
features of his mind were carefulness in defining his position and close logical reasoning. 
Once he believed his position established, he stood by it against all comers. He thought for 
himself. He could not, without doing violence to his nature, be any man’s echo. He never 
asked, what is popular? but, what is right? He would have gone to the stake before he 
would have sacrificed his honest convictions for the sake of cajoling arbitrary authority or 
winning plaudits of the multitude. He was a man of a high sense of honor, undeviating 
adherence to noble principle and unyielding loyalty to the truth as he saw it. You might 
differ with him, but you could not doubt his honesty. Such a man is a potent factor for 
good in all situations and relations of life. “My cause first, my life second,” lifts a man 
to the highest plane of action and renders him well-nigh invincible. Would to God that we 
had more of them! 

As a preacher, he was not always recognized according to his real worth. In some 
respects it was thought by many that he deserved better. He gave the people the “beaten 
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oil of the sanctuary.” His sermons were clear and strong, good to 'edification. He fed the 
congregation on food divine. He deeply felt that it was a most solemn and sacred thing to 
be an ambassador for Christ to dying men. 

To faithfully expound, practically illustrate and earnestly enforce the fundamental 
truths of the gospel, engrossed his time and monopolized his energies. The truth preached 
in love will cut its way through ignorance, superstition — all forms of opposition — and demon- 
strate itself in the consciousness to be the “power of God unto salvation.” He took no 
vacations, except once for a little while, after his health broke down. He used to say, 
“Satan does not take any vacation — ^why should I?” 

He was one of the best pastors in the Conference. He constantly kept his eye on his 
work, knew his people, frequently instructed them, visited them, and sympathized with 
them in all their troubles and afflictions. He had gracious revivals. Seldom did he leave a 
charge that the membership was not increased. One of the greatest revivals since the war 
blessed his last charge. Rev. E. C. Glenn assisted him in the meeting. 

He was most fortunate in his marriage. An accomplished, modest, consecrated Metho- 
dist preacher’s daughter of the Mississippi Conference became his wife in 1885. She truly has 
been a “help-mate” to him in joy and sorrow, and encouraged him as only a true, loving 
woman can, in all his travels and labors. God gave them seven children, six of whom are still 
living. He entered the conference in 1883, and served the following charges, viz: East King 
and Queen one year; Chatham two years; South of Dan two years; Newsoms four years; 
Wakefield one year; Dorchester two years; Keller two years; Rocky Mount two years; South 
Boston four years; Trinity, Norfolk, one year; Princess Anne two years; Bethany two years; 
Crittenden, his last charge, about two months. 

His health began to fail while on Princess Anne circuit, and soon after taking charge 
of Bethany, his health continuing feeble, he was examined by his physician and pronounced 
to be suffering from heart disease. He sought for a short time recuperation of his health 
at Buffalo Springs, but without permanent benefit. At Crittenden, his last field of labor, 
he was exceptionally popular and successful. The people generally loved him and delighted 
to hear him preach. He seemed to love his work more and more as the end approached. He 
complained of weakness as he was going down into the river, but God’s grace was sufficient 
for him. He died July 15th, was buried from Crittenden church and his body laid to rest 
on a beautiful knoll in the cemetery of Suffolk. The members of the church and the com- 
munity generally attended the solemn service. Many followed the remains to the grave, 
a distance of eighteen miles, and said, with quivering lip and tearful eye, “Good-bye” to 
their loved and faithful pastor. Revs. W. P. Wright, Geo. W. Wray, Geo. B. McFaden, J. S. 
Wallace and J. H. Amiss, participated in the obsequies. May the glorious gospel that he 
loved so well and preached so faithfully, be a solace and comfort to the widow and children 
so sadly bereaved.

John James Laefeety was Virginian by birth, Irish by ancestry, a Christian by the power 
of a new birth, a Methodist by choice, a preacher of the glorious Gospel of the blessed Grod 
by a divine call, and an editor by an order of Divine Providence. 

He was converted in Petersburg under the ministry of Dr. John E. Edwards, and united | 
with Market Street Church. Six months afterwards, in a class of sixteen, he was received 
into the Virginia Conference on trial, at the session held in Elizabeth City, North Carolina, 
in 1857. 

His preparatory education was secured at a private academy near the farm on which 
his boyhood was spent; after which he went to Emory and Henry College, where he took the 
degree of Master of Arts, and where he held, among three hundred students, the second 
“monitorshfp,” Dr. John L. Buchanan, his room-mate, only outranking him. Later he attended 
two sessions at the University of Virginia. 
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His ministry was early blessed with extensive revivals, the fruitage of which still abides; 
and the remembrance of which remains a theme of conversation to this day in the neighbor- 
hoods where they occurred. 

Soon after the commencement of the civil war, the young preacher enlisted as a chap- 
lain in a cavalry regiment, in which he served imtil the war department of the Confederate 
government selected him for special service on the outposts and beyond. He was commis- 
sioned major of the cavalry, and with a band of picked men frequently penetrated the lines 
of the enemy, bringing back hospital supplies. In this service he continued until the war 
closed. The strenuous life of these months brought on a disease which entailed acute suffer- 
ing and constant weakness for the remainder of his life. 

At the close of the war he settled in Lexington, and began his career as editor in con- 
nection with the Lexington Gazette. His brilliant work on this paper attracted wide attention, 
and when, under the presidency of General Robert E. Lee, the Chair of Journalism was estab- 
lished in Washington College, he was chosen for the place. 

In 1874, be became associate editor of the Richmond Christian Advocate, and in 1877 
he was, on request of the Conference, appointed editor of that paper. Here his largest life- 
work was done. His editorials were fresh, breezy, brilliant. He was indeed “a wizard of 
the ink-horn.” His wit was so exuberant that it sometimes bubbled forth when it should 
not, and was sometimes so keen that best friends felt the edge and winced. But anon he 
wielded the hammer of Thor, and with such vigor that the giants fled or fell under his blows. 
He stood for the defense of Methodism and the Southland like Leonidas at the pass of Thermo- 
pylae. Yet his was a gentle and kindly spirit. His heart was as tender as that of woman; 
his sympathy kind and generous; his friendships strong and fervent. The hospitality of his 
home was proverbial, even in Old Virginia. 

When Dr. Lafferty nerved himself to the work, he was a great preacher; his eloquence 
at times rising to a very high order, rich in classic illustration, sparkling with native Irish 
humor, fascinating by reason of originality, which sometimes bordered on the eccentric, yet 
glowing with the fervor of a prophet who came from the immediate presence of Jehovah with 
a message for men. 

His was a life of large vicissitude. He served as preacher, soldier, scout, teacher, lec- 
turer, miller, farmer; but his throne of power was the editorial tripod. Here his versatile 
talent revealed all its splendor. 

In the early sixties. Doctor Lafferty was married to Miss Mattie A. Brown, of Albemarle 
County, the accomplished daughter of an ancient family of Methodists of Brown’s Cove. She 
was indeed “a gift from the Lord,” and proved a faithful helpmeet to her husband. Eight 
children were born of this marriage, of whom four survive, 
i In 1886 and 1890, Dr. Lafferty was a delegate to the General Conference; and was for 

fifteen years a member of the Board of Directors of the Medical College of Virginia. The 
Washington and Lee University conferred on him the degree of Doctor of Letters. 

On Friday morning, July 23, 1909, from the “Cottage on the Cliff,” near Crozet, he 
passed quietly over the narrow stream to join the great majority of his comrades on the 
other side. So quiet was the end that those around him scarcely knew when the spirit 
; vacated its tenement. He is gone from us. The years of pain and toil are ended. He rests.

Joseph Wesley Shackfoed was the son of Rev. John William and Martha Cole Shack- 
ford, and was born in King and Queen County, Virginia, July 21st, 1848. He was reared 
in a home of piety and prayer, and there those holy principles were instilled in his mind and 
heart that controlled his future life. Like Josiah, while he was yet young he began to seek 
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after the God of his fathers, and when only twelve years old he united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, of which he was a devoted and consistent member until his death. 
In 1871 he received license as a local preacher, and continued in that relation for three years, 
doing good work for the Church as God opened the way. In 1874 he joined the North Carolina 
Conference on trial, and for two years was stationed in the town of Warrenton. 

In 1875, while in Warrenton, he was united in marriage with Miss Cora Kingsbury, eldest 
daughter of Dr. T. B. Kingsbury, a distinguished editor and writer of that State. She died 
in 1889, after a happy union of fourteen years, leaving to his care five small children. This 
great and delicate responsibility he discharged with conscientious fidelity, developing their 
characters and training their minds with far more judgment, gentleness and devotion than 
are bestowed usually by fathers thus situated. He treated his children with the utmost 
courtesy and respect, while extending to them all tenderness and affection. 

In November, 1876, he was transferred to the Virginia Conference, but took a super- 
numerary relation in 1877 on account of ill health, and located in 1878 for the same reason. 
For about ten years he engaged in teaching, in which occupation he had spent three or four 
years before he entered upon the work of an itinerant. In this useful vocation, he was not 
only successful in imparting knowledge to the mind, but he was also instrumental in leading 
many of his pupils to the Saviour. While a local preacher he did his best to serve the 
Church, preaching as opportunity was afforded, and on two occasions he was employed by 
presiding elders as a supply for charges that providentially had been deprived of their pastors. 

In 1889, he was readmitted into the Virginia Conference and served successively as 
pastor of King and Queen, Westmoreland, Martinsville, Bedford Circuit, Bedford City Sta- 
tion, Rivermont Avenue, and nearly completed a term of three years as Presiding Elder of 
the Lynchburg District. In all of these positions he magnified his office, and by diligence, 
faithfulness and systematic work, made full proof of his ministry. His record-books, as 
Presiding Elder, were kept so fully and systematically that his successor found in them all 
needed information, and had no difficulty in continuing the work without a break. 

It is an interesting fact that brother Shackford’s father and maternal grandfather were 
both members of this body before him, and he leaves his eldest son to represent him in our 
ministry. Thus four generations of his family furnished worthy and honored members of 
the old Virginia Conference — a fact that has not, within my knowledge, been paralleled in 
all its history. 

It is not easy to give, within the brief compass of this memoir, a full analysis of the 
character of our beloved and lamented brother and friend. By birth and training he was a 
gentleman — always courteous and considerate both to high and low. He was undemonstrative, 
retiring, dignified, yet ever approachable, affable and affectionate. He was amiable and un- 
selfish, wholly destitute of envy and jealousy. No man was more universally respected or 
more sincerely loved by those who really knew him. He cherished kind and friendly feelings 
for all, and I do not believe he had an enemy on earth. In all of his charges he was every- 
where a welcome guest, as in his own home he was always the hospitable, gracious and charm- 
ing host. In truth and soberness it may be said he was the ideal Christian gentleman — a 
pattern of moral excellence, after whom any life might be modeled with safety and profit. 

While we were together in Bedford City, for months he boarded in my home. I knew 
him intimately and loved him dearly. After an almost daily association of three years, and 
an acquaintance of nearly forty years, I can say, with the utmost sincerity, I never knew him 
to indulge in anger nor on any occasion to lose his mental equipoise. I never heard from his 
lips a harsh or captious criticism, nor an unclean or unkind word. In our closest intimacy 
I never discovered the least sign of littleness, or meanness in his character. 

Although a man of great amiability, with an inborn repugnance to controversy, brother 
Shackford, nevertheless, possessed great courage and had strong convictions on all moral 
questions. His opinions were formed deliberately, after full and impartial consideration of 
the subject, and once formed, he would not compromise what he believed to be truth and 
right to avoid antagonism. On occasion, he could and did fight manfully for his conscientious 
opinions. Rather than prove recreant to truth and a traitor to God and his conscience, he 
would have gone with even pulse and steady step to a martyr’s stake. 
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Our brother was a man of superior culture. His modesty was so great that it may well 
be doubted if he fully knew his own intellectual worth. His mind was logical and methodical. 
He enjoyed excellent educational advantages, completing his academic studies at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. He was, all his life, a thoughtful student, and developed intellectually 
more and more by a wide range of solid reading. His unaffected modesty forbade any un- 
necessary display of scholastic attainments, and even many of his intimate friends failed to 
learn fully what manner of man he w^as in this respect. He graduated in Latin and was pro- 
ficient in Greek, French and many English studies. As a mathematician it is doubtful if 
he had a peer among our members, and we have good authority for the statement that, out- 
side of the Professor’s chair, he had comparatively few equals in the State. His favorite 
recreation was found in solving intricate mathematical problems. 

It is not easy, in a single paragraph, to give a correct idea of him as a preacher. He 
did not seek primarily or chiefly the gifts and graces of oratory. He had too deep a sense 
of his responsibility as God’s ambassador, and too little desire for popular applause to indulge 
largely in the mere tricks of elocution. But we have heard from those who know, that when 
inspired by the occasion and deeply moved by his subject, especially in his earlier ministry, 
he attained in large measure the magnetism, enthusiasm and imagination of the true orator. 
In things most essential, he had an admirable equipment for his holy office. He was familiar 
with the Scriptures, had a good knowledge of theology, deep personal piety, and a burning 
desire for the salvation of his fellow men. In the pulpit he always preserved his mental 
poise and spoke the truth with ease and fluency. Feeling that he had a message from God 
to the people, he spake to them as one having authority. His sermons were logically con- 
structed, prepared with much care, and delivered with great earnestness. Being the product 
of his own faith and experience, there was the ring of sincerity in all that he said, and his 
preaching was always instructive and convincing. God gave him seals to his ministry, and 
when he dropped the implement of toil and left the harvest-field, he bore with him many 
golden sheaves, ripe for the heavenly garner. 

As a pastor, he was ever tender and sympathetic, visiting faithfully from house to house, 
ministering to the sick and sorrowing, and to those who needed counsel or reproof. He 
always commanded the confidence of the entire community in which he labored and won the 
warm affection of his own people. He attended, with fidelity, to all the demands of his work. 
But it should be especially noted that he was eminently successful in winning the affection 
and confidence of the children in his work. In the truest sense he was their pastor, and it 
is somewhat remarkable that he knew the names of all the children of the homes in which he 
visited. 

It is not strange that such a man should everywhere have been popular, nor that, at 
his death, many sorrowful voices should have declared that a better, truer, nobler man than 
Joseph Wesley Shackford never lived or died! 

His end came unexpectedly. Without the least warning — ^like a lightning flash from a 
cloudless sky — the summons came. While holding the last Quarterly Conference on one of 
his circuits, on Saturday afternoon, September 1 1th, in the very beginning of the exercises, 
he heard the Master’s call, “Come up higher!” and without a sigh his pure spirit left its 
frail tenement of clay to seize the conqueror’s crown and to put on the shining robe of im- 
mortality. Suddenly earthly scenes faded from his vision, earthly sounds fell unheeded upon 
his ear; he opened his eyes to behold the King in his beauty, and he heard the voice saying, 
“Well done, good and faithful servant; enter thou into the joy of thy Lord!” 

Assisted by Revs. W. W. Lear, W. B. Jett and other members of our Conference, the 
writer conducted the funeral service from Court Street Church, Lynchburg, on Monday after- 
noon, September 13th, in the presence of a large congregation of sympathizing friends, many 
of whom came from a distance to show their respect to his memory, and among whom were 
numerous ministers of this Conference and of other denominations. The next day his remains 
were conveyed to Oxford, N. C., in the cemetery of which town, beside the dust of his beloved 
wife, they peacefully sleep, awaiting the resurrection of the just!

Wesley Childs Vaden, the son of devout Methodist parents, was born in Chesterfield 
County, Virginia, April 23, 1841. He was baptized in infancy by Rev. John W. Childs, after 
whom he was named. He was soundly converted, wdien in his fourteenth year, and at once 
united with the Methodist Church, under the pastorate of Rev. Robert T. Nixon. In the year 
1857 he became definitely and fully convinced that he was called to the ministry, and entered 
the spring term of Randolph-Macon College, then located at Boydton, the following year. Here 
he proved to be a diligent and successful student, and was graduated in the year of 1861, with 
the degree of Master of Arts. In November following, he joined the Virginia Conference, 
which met that year in Norfolk with Bishop Andrews presiding. In the year 1863, while 
stationed in Clarksville, Virginia, he was elected president of the Clarksville Female Institute, 
and remained in charge of this fiourishing school until the session of the Virginia Conference 
in 1865, when he was appointed president of the Danville. Female College, an institution 
under the patronage of the conference. 

On the first day of February, 1866, he was united in marriage with Miss Sallie F. Crow- 
der, daughter of Mr. A. B. Crowder, of Mecklenburg County, Virginia, Rev. W. A. Smith, 

D. D., officiating. On the same day he begah his duties as president of the College to which 
he had been previously chosen. The marriage proved to be a most happy one. Mrs. Vaden 
was a helpmeet indeed, until death called her suddenly away in February, 1908. 

He entered his new field, under great difficulties, by many regarded insurmountable, and 
under the shadow of a fiourishing rival institution. But his efforts were so far crowned with 
success that in 1867-68, two years after the commencement of his labors, he reported ninety- 
three matriculates and eight professors — a number in excess of most institutions of like char- 
acter in the State. The fall session of 1868 opened under even more favorable auspices, but 
his health had failed; and, having received just at this time an advantageous offer for his 
interest in the college, he resigned the presidency of the institution. 

At the session of the Conference of that year, in accordance with a long cherished desire 
of going west, he received a transfer to the St. Louis Conference; but finding it impracticable 
to remove, on account of the continued ill-health of his wife, he was transferred back to the 
Virginia Conference at its session (1869), and has continued in it ever since. He has filled 
the following appointments: Indian Ridge, South of Dan, Prospect, Mathews, Union Station, 

Onancock, Farmville, Chestnut Street (Berkley), Central (Manchester), High Street (Peters- 
burg), Eastern Shore District, Portsmouth District, Denby’s, Onancock, Calvary — ^his last 
charge. 

December 10, 1908, he was united in marriage to Mrs. Nora Shackleford Wray. Few, but 
happy, were the days of their married life. In the latter part of August, Brother Vaden left 
with his family for a short, but much needed vacation. Stopping in Hampton, at the home 
of his son-in-law. Rev. Geo. W. Wray, he was taken ill, and on Sunday afternoon, October 
24th, passed into the world of light and love. His funeral was conducted by Rev. J. H. Amiss, 
assisted by Rev. W. P. Wright, Dr. W. G. Starr, Rev. R. F. Gayle and Rev. L. B. Betty.’ He 5 
leaves, besides his widow, the following large and honored family: Prof. W. C. Vaden, of 
Georgetown, Texas; Mrs. G. W. Wray, the wife of a prominent member of the Conference; 

Dr. A. G. Vaden, of Mathews County, Virginia; Mrs. M. M. Parks, Milledgeville, Georgia; 

Mrs. Mary V. Blair, of Marshville, North Carolina; Dr. G. M. Vaden, of Capeville, Virginia; 

Miss Kate M. and Miss Helen C. 

Some years ago, in summing up the character of Brother Vaden, Dr. Lafferty said very 
truly of him, “Mr. Vaden is the Fletcher of the Conference — a devout man and a scholar. 

In arguments for Methodist doctrine, he chloroforms by Christian courtesy before removing 3 
the roots of error. 

“He is a man of books. His sermons are the sifted and bolted products of choice, honest 
and careful grinding. They will pass inspection. They are attractive and edifying. He has 
been a successful college president and a contributor to our literature. In social life he 
is honored for his acquirements and loved for a spotless Christian character. He is popular 
in the Church and in the Conference.” 
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Brother Vaden was a handsome man, of striking and commanding appearance, somewhat 
above the ordinary height. His hair and eyes were dark. His face wore a pensive expression, 
when in repose, but upon the slightest provocation lighted with vivacity. His form was 
slender, agile, pliant. His voice was musical and pleasant, at times touched with a pathetic 
tone. His manner was attractive, refined, winning. He had the bearing of a cultured, well- 
trained gentleman. 

Brother Vaden was a scholar of no small merit. He read books, studied the great prob- 
lems of philosophy and theology, and had a clear and well-worked-out opinion on every great 
problem of the human soul. He continued to the last to keep himself acquainted with the 
trend of modern teaching, and knew all the intricacies of modern faith and modern unbelief. 
But his faith was so well founded and his experience so definite and positive, that he seemed 
never to be disturbed by the skeptical spirit of the day, but retained his old time belief in 
the inspiration of the scriptures and in the divine nature of Jesus Christ, the power of God 
unto the salvation of all who believe. Nor did his scholarly tendencies, as with so many, 
rob him of his spiritual fervor. The deep things of God greatly stirred his soul, and he fre- 
quently rejoiced with “the joy which is unspeakable and full of glory.” He was a man of 
deep feeling as well as deep thought, and was able to keep each in its proper place — a union 
which makes a strong and noble Christian life when wedded to purity and sincerity. 

He was a man of blameless life. It might well have been said of him, “Behold an 
Israelite indeed in whom there is no guile.” No unholy ambition seemed to enter into his 
ministerial career. No low or mean motive shaped his life’s plan. No unclean word ever 
fell from his lips. It seems not possible to imagine him guilty of this all too common sin. 
No questionable methods affected his relationship to the business world. He adorned the doc- 
trine which he professed, and his life both gave force to the sermons he preached and was in 
itself a sermon. 

He was a gentleman of the old school. His very bearing indicated as much. He was 
courtesy and gentleness and deference personified, but manly with all. He was fair to his 
brethren and observed with scrupulosity the laws of brotherly kindness and charity. His 
friendships were large and sincere and lasting, and he could be trusted in the dark. For these 
reasons he was sensitive at times, perhaps too much so, to any apparent slight or neglect on 
the part of others, or to any violation, real or imaginary, on the part of those who were at 
any time connected with him in the work of life, especially in the church, of the spirit which 
actuated himself. 

He was a genuine Methodist, and that, too, in no narrow sense. He loved all other churches, 
and was in demand to fill their pulpits, and frequently at the sessions of our Annual Confer- 
ence was assigned to these places of honor. But for him the Methodist Church best expressed 
and represented the gospel of Jesus Christ. He loved her policy and attributed the great 
success of the church largely to her form of government. And he was submissive to the rule 
of the Church, even when at times it required him to bear what to him seemed injustice and 
hardship. He loved the doctrines of the Church, and was able with unusual skill to defend 
them, and, while not of a controversial spirit, more than once did he, with rare success, draw 
his sword in the defence of the truth, as he believed it. Better far than all this, he had in 
rich measure the Wesleyan experience of the new birth and the witness of the Spirit, the cer- 
tainty of which he never doubted, and which was evident, back of every message he delivered 
from the pulpit. 

His preaching was always marked by careful preparation. He considered it well-nigh a 
crime to go into the pulpit without having done his best to get ready for that special occasion, 
always fraught with meaning to him, even though it might be only the regular morning or 
evening service of his church. Back of his special preparation was that general preparation 
which gave him a fund of truth always ready, like a living well, for him to draw on it. 

Like every scribe properly instructed unto the kingdom of heaven, he brought forth from 
his treasure things new and old. His preaching was largely doctrinal, emphasizing the great 
central truths of the Word of God; but he had the rare faculty of covering the dry bones of 
his theology with flesh and breathing into the body the breath of life, and he was never more 
fervent than when he was defending and explaining the teachings of the gospel of Jesus Christ. 
And his preaching had its fruit in conversions, more or less numerous in almost every charge

he served, although it was of such a natifre as tended rather to the upbuilding of the saints 
in Christian character and religious intelligence and thoughtfulness. It is noteworthy that 
perhaps nowhere and at no time was his preaching more acceptable or more faithful, in view 
of the opportunities offered, than in his last charge. The people were charmed by the Gospel 
messages he brought them, and during his first year a gracious revival aroused the church 
and many precious souls were saved. 

In the pastoral office he was diligent, attentive, faithful. He was strong enough to cor- 
rect and reprove, tender enough to sympathize and cheer, wise enough to advise and direct. 
Withal he was such a man as the people felt honored to have in their homes. In the eldership, 
according to one who served under him, “he was careful, courteous, firm, sympathizing with 
his preachers in their peculiar trials, and promoting the interests of the charges in his district 
by every means in his power.” 

When a man like brother Vaden leaves us, we feel a deep sense of loss, and realize the 
world is much poorer than before ; but we know where he is, and that he has entered upon the 
gain of a larger experience and a larger service. We do not need to be told of his closing 
hours or closing words. If by some unusual pain and anguish of body the spiritual joy and 
knowledge are beclouded, we are not disturbed. Brother Vaden’s last days were marked by 
an unusual calm and peace, the more remarkable because his sickness was such as would have 
tended normally to have made him nervous and restless. Not a murmur escaped his lips — 
he rested in the Lord. A few days before his death his son-in-law. Rev. G. W. Wray, was, 
by request, alone with him attending to some matters of a business sort. After these things 
had been completed. Brother Wray ventured to talk to him in regard to his spiritual condi- 
tion, when he seemed to be surprised that it was needful to raise such a question, and gave 
assurance of an abiding faith in Jesus Christ. His preparation had been so complete, that 
he was ready always. 

“O happy servant he

Rev. Josiah Dickenson Hank was born on the 13th day of October, 1835, in Louisa 
County, Virginia, while his father. Rev. Jehu Hank, then of the Virginia Conference, but 
later, of the Baltimore Conference, w^as preacher in charge of that circuit. , 

He professed religion when he was ten years old and immediately united with the church. 
When very young his father removed to the old homestead in Monroe County, West Virginia, 
where his early boyhood was spent. In December, 1854, he was licensed to exhort, and in the 
fall of 1855 he was licensed to preach. While finishing his academical studies, he preached 
almost every Sunday to the students, among whom a revival occurred that resulted in the 
conversion of nearly all the students and many outside of the academy. 

He was received on probation in West Virginia Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, at its session at Charleston, West Virginia, in 1857, Bishop Pierce presiding. On the 
12th of September, 1859, he was ordained a deacon by Bishop Andrews in the City of Park- 
ersburg. 

In 1867 he was received into the Virginia Conference, and was ordained elder by Bishop 
Doggett, the war having intervened preventing his earlier ordination as elder. 

On the first day of June, 1862, he was married to Miss Annis Berger, who died in 1867. 
Four children were born of this marriage, three of whom still survive. 

In 1870 he was married to Miss Laura Wailes, of Salisbury, Maryland, by whom he had 
six children. In 1889 he was appointed Presiding Elder of the Eastern Shore District, which 
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he served for four years. After returning to the pastorate for seven years he was again made 
a Presiding Elder and assigned to Charlottesville District, where he served for four years. 
He was then appointed Presiding Elder of Farmville District, which he served for three years. 
We have not data of his various other appointments in stations and circuits, but quote from his 
own statement. He wrote: “I here record with profound gratitude that, with the exception 

of the first three years, my ministry has been blessed with revivals everjrwhere I have traveled 
from mountains to sea shore.” 

This record he preserved unbroken to the end. At the close of a most prosperous year 
in the Gilmerton and Brighton Circuit he was stricken with pneumonia, and on the 9th day 
of November, 1909, the last day of this conference year, he cried only a few minutes before 
his death in a distinct voice, “The record is clear,” and passed away. 

As a man and a preacher he made hundreds, if not thousands, of friends, and many of 
these were devoted to him to the day of his death. He was a fine type of a refined Christian 
gentleman. Dignified in his bearing, courteous in manner, unobtrusive, brave, generous, 
genial and scorning all that was low or coarse, he was the soul of honor, and devoted to his 
friends. 

As a Christian he was truly consecrated to Gud, and led a blameless life. This I know 
is saying much for any man, but we think it can be truly said of our departed brother. We 
have never known a word said of him that could remotely impeach his integrity or his con- 
sistency as a Christian. 

Feeling called of God in early life to the work of the ministry he responded to the call. 
And thereafter counted it not only a duty, but a privilege to call sinners to repentance and 
to build up believers on their most holy faith. Nor did he labor in vain. Not until the 
judgment day will it be known how many souls he was the happy instrument in saving. 
His consecration to this work was unfailing. Hardships and sacrifices did not deter him in 
the path of duty. He did not affect oratory, but did seek to preach plainly and savingly the 
Gospel of Christ, and it has been said of him that it was no unusual sight to see his audience 
brought to tears by the earnestness of his appeals. Verily his life and labors were a bene- 
diction to that part of the world in which he lived and labored. He has left four sons besides 
one who died in his young manhood, and one proof of all that I have said of him is found 
in the constant devotion to him of his children. Their devotion was simply beautiful, and 
sprang from a knowledge of the noble qualities that made up his character in all the relations 
of life. 

Ten of his brethren of the Conference, besides the writer, assisted in his funeral, and his 
remains were laid near those of his son in the cemetery of Denby’s Church, near Norfolk, 
Virginia.

Pray that the doors in the world field may 
not only be opened, but large and effectual; that a mighty Pentecost of power be poured out upon all 
our missionaries, as already in the great revivals of Korea and China; that om* educational missions 
never forget, but keep clear and dominant in their work the evangelical note; that young people in 
our churches and homes, the best we have, may be raised up as volunteers for both the Foreign and 
the Home field; that the conscience of the whole Church may be reached, and men and women in the 
rank and file of its membership get some adequate vision of their responsibility and opportunity, and 
so may be made willing in this day of power to give of their abundance in some worthy measure to the 
great cause of the world’s evangelization; that men, ministers and laymen, be especially raised up for 
such a time as this — men that, by their generosity and loyalty not only, but by their faith and courage 
may step out in front of the line and lead the Church to larger things; and, in order that all this may 
be accomplished, that there may be in all om plans a divine inner-working and efficiency — that there 
may be poured out upon the “house of David and the inhabitants of Jerusalem” — upon the churches 
m our Conference and the Church universal the spirit of grace and supplication!

REPORTS. 



The Board of Education. 

REPORT No. 1. 

The work of our schools is going forward satisfactorily. All of them have a larger attendance than 
last year. It is a source of gratification that the Methodists have more boys taking the higher educa- 
tion than any other denomination in Virginia, but our proportion according to membership is not 
so great as the Episcopalians and Presbyterians. 

But though this large number of Methodist boys is in college and university, we ought not to 
be satisfied until all our people who are able, shall give their children the fullest opportimity for the 
highest mental and spiritual development, and this will not be the case until they give them the 
advantages of Christian education. 

In educational circles, the coUege as distinguished from the professional school is the storm center. 
The newly elected president of Harvard gave the college the chief place in his inaugural address. 

The question before the educational world is whether there is any place for the college as we know 
it; whether the high school and the professional school between them will not put the college out of 
business. The high school course has been enriched and lengthened, the professional courses have 
also been lengthened from one to three and four years, so that it requires seven or eight years to pre- 
p>are a boy for active life after he finishes the ordinary home school. 

Few imiversities require more than a high school education for entrance to their professional 
com’ses. There is every inducement offered for going immediately from the high school to the imiver- 
sity, thus leaving out the college altogether. So far the theological schools have not made it easy to 
enter from the high schools, but they are making movements in that direction, and our Methodist 
seminaries all allow it. Vanderbilt stiff puts a premium on a college A. B. by giving scholars of a col- 
lege degree scholarships that give them their board free. 

But while admitting students from the high school, the universities all urge upon their students 
the immense advantages of having a college education. 

This disposition to go immediately into professional studies is in keeping with the utilitarian 
tendency of the age. Against this view of life the church is a living protest. The church and the 
college must therefore always be allies in working for the highest development of the individual. The 
college will always be sought by those who desire to make themselves most efl&cient to do the Master’s 
work in the world. 

Randolph-Macon, in spite of the ever increasing competition of the State schools is holding its 
own, and indeed making some progress. It has 140 students against 130 last year. But each year it 
takes more money to conduct the college according to methods that the small Christian college has 
taught the State schools to adopt. No college is considered to be in position to do good work that 
has more than fifteen students at the utmost to one professor, and the best have only eight or ten 
students to each professor. 

Along with the increased demand for funds comes a decrease in the income on our endowment, 
owing to a decline in the rate of interest. We mi^t therefore have larger endowment. 

We had hoped to get by December 31 at least $20,000 of the $30,000 subscribed to the Randolph- 
Macon alumni fund. So far we have only collected $15,000, if we can collect $5,000 more by the last 
of the year, we have reason to hope that we shall receive in addition $20,000, making $40,000 that 
we can add to our permanent endowment. Let our friends see that this $5,000 is paid. 

We beg leave to offer the following resolutions: 

Resolved, 1. That the presiding Bishop be and is hereby requested to appoint E. H. Rowe, Prin- 
cipal of Southern Seminary, Buena Vista, Va., James Cannon, Jr., Principal of Blackstone Female 
Institute, and B. T. Candler and J. C. Robertson, students at Vanderbilt University. 
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Resolved, 2. That the Joint Board of Finance be requested to apportion to the various districts, 
$3,180 to meet the assessment for Educational Extension, and $8,000 for the benefit of Randolph- 
Macon College, which may be assessed separately and raised separately as may seem wise on each charge. 

Resolved, 3. That we heartily approve the plan of the Secretary of the General Board of Educa- 
tion in carrying out the directions of the General Conference looking to the progressive betterment of 
our homes as institutions of religious nurture. 

Resolved, 4. That we recognize the importance of securing a larger fund for Educational Exten- 
sion, and endorse the organization of the One Hundred Thousand Club, as already formulated by the 
Secretary with the approval of the Executive Committee of the General Board, and commend it to the 
attention and liberality of the Church. 

Resolved, 5. That we heartily endorse the work of the Correspondence School, and urge all the 
undergraduate preachers of our Conference to avail themselves of its advantages.

REPORT No. 2. 

Your Board of Education has carefully considered the preamble and resolutions signed by James 
Cannon, Jr., W. A. Christian, J. T. Bosman, Frank Talbott, E. T. Dadmun, W. J. Young, H. E. John- 
son, and others. 

After this paper had been sent to your Board the signers of the same requested that the Board 
strike out the second resolution. We report as follows: 

Whereas, The success of our work as a church is largely dependent upon the efficiency of the in- 
stitutions of learning owned and controlled by the Church and whereas, in order that these institutions 
may be truly successful they must have the support of our people, both in gifts and in patronage; and 
whereas, in response to the action of the Virginia Conference, taken in November, 1908, the Board of 
Trustees of Randolph-Macon College, at its session in June, 1909, declared itself to be “one of the agen- 
cies of the M. E. Church, South, for the education of youth,” and proposed by resolution that the Vir- 
ginia and Baltimore Conferences should exercise the right oiF confirmation in the selection of trustees tc 
fill vacancies in the said Board; and whereas, this action of the said Board will give a stronger basis 
for appeal to our people than we have^had for the past two years; 

Resolved, 1. That we recommend that the assessment for Randolph-Macon College be increased 
for the year 1909-10, $1,000, making the amount for the coming year $8,000. 

Resolved, 2. That the Board of Education of the Virginia Annual Conference is hereby instructed 
to appoint a Committee to draft a Charter, incorporating the said Board in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the law of the State of Virginia governing the same, which charter shall be submitted to the 
Virginia Annual Conference at its next annual session for its approval.

Your Committee, elected by the Conference, to present to the Board of Trustees of Kandolph- 
Macon College the preamble and resolutions adopted by the Conference, and to take such action as 
may be necessary to carry into effect the wishes of the Conference, as indicated by the said preamble 
and resolutions, and to request the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon College to meet in special 
session at as early a date as possible after January 1st, 1909, in order to confer with the Committee 
elected by the Virginia Annual Conference begs leave to submit the following report: 

Your Committee met December 11, 1908, and organized by the election of James Cannon, Jr., 
chairman, and W. Asbury Christian, secretary. 

Following out the instructions of the Conference, a communication was sent by your committee 
to every member of the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon College, requesting in the name of the 
Conference the holding of said meeting at an early date. 

The President of the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon College made answer that after consul- 
tation with a number of the Trustees, it was decided that a special session could not be held at that 
time. 

Again in April, 1909, a communication was sent by your Committee to the President of the Ran- 
dolph-Macon Board requesting that a Conference be held before the regular Commencement occasion, 
in order that the important resolutions of the Conference might be considered apart from other business 
of the Board so that there would be ample time for their consideration. To this communication re- 
sponse was finally made that the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon College would meet in special 
session on Monday, June 7th, at 3:30 p. m. to consider the matter in question. 

Your full Committee was present at the said meeting of the Board of Trustees, and presented to 
the Board the following communication: 

To the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon College at Ashland, Virginia: 

Dear Brethren: Following out our instructions from the Virginia Annual Conference, we present 
to you the preamble and resolutions adopted by the Virginia Annual Conference at its session in 1908. 
These resolutions make certain definite requests of your body and we respectfully request that your 
body make definite rephes to these requests so that the Conference will have a clear understanding of 
the position of your Board on all the propositions presented by the Conference for your consideration. 

The Conference furthermore instructed our Committee to confer with your Board and to take such 
steps as the Committee might think necessary to carry out the wishes of the Conference. In the ex- 
ecution of the commission with which we are charged, our Committee has only one purpose in view, 
namely to do that which will promote the highest interest of our beloved Church. The question before 
us for settlement is in no sense personal, nor are the matters involved of small importance or of merely 
local significance. Shall the Church maintain her own institutions of learning, and shall it have a 
voice in their management? This is the vital question which is facing our Church to-day, not only in 
Virginia, but throughout the entire connection, and not in our own Church only, but in every denomi- 
nation in the country. The Virginia Conference believes that the Church should both own and control 
her own institutions of learning, and that this relation is necessary for the best interest of the Church. 
She has held this view for seventy-five vears, and she now appeals to your Board through our Commit- 
tee to comply with her requests: to acknowledge both the moral and equitable ownership by the Con- 
ference of the Randolph-I^con system of schools and colleges, and to unite with us in a request to the 
Corporation Commission to make such changes in the charter as are desired by the Conference, and as 
wifi give to the Conference a voice in the selection of the Trustees, either by nomination, confirmation, 
or direct election, and we will set at rest forever the anxiety of our people upon this important matter.

June 7th, 1909, the Board informed your Committee that it was ready to receive them. Your Com- 
mittee appeared and presented to the Board the preamble and resolutions adopted by the Virginia 
A^ual Conference, November, 1908, as follows: 

“Whereas, the Virginia Annual Conference, at its session in Petersburg, November, 1907, appointed 
a Committee to confer with the Randolph-Macon Board of Trustees, and to request that the Conference 
be given a voice in the selection of trustees, either by nomination or by direct election; and. 
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Whereas, The said Committee has reported that it did confer with the said Board of TYustees, 
and did present the request of the Virginia Conference to the said Board at its annual meeting in June, 
1908, and that the said Randolph-Mapon Board made reply to said Committee declaring that it has 
neither the legal nor the moral right upder the charter to grant the request of the Virginia Conference; 
and. 

Whereas, The said Board of Trustees at its session in June, 1908, furthermore declared, that the 
Randolph-Macon College was foimded through the efforts of the Methodist people, and has since the 
organization been fostered and built up chiefly through the active efforts and contributions of Methodist 
people; and, 

WTiereas, In the year 1870, a Committee, representing the majority of the said Randolph-Macon 
Board of Trustees, made oflBcial declaration to the Legislature of Virginia, that “The creator of the 
college was the Virginia Conference, ” and that “the college is in moral law and justice the property 
of the Conference” therefore be it. 

Resolved, 1. That we hereby express om unqualified agreement with the official declaration of a 
Committee representing the majority of the Board of Trustees made to the Legislatm*e of Virginia, in 
1870, that the creator of the college was the Virginia Conference, and that “ the college is in moral law 
and justice the property of the Conference. ” 

Resolved, 2. That in view of the said declaration of the said Board of Trustees that it has neither 
the legal nor the moral right under its charter to comply with the requests of the Virginia Conference, 
made in November, 1907, we hereby respectfully, but earnestly, request the said Board of Trustees to 
unite with the Virginia Annual Conference, through its Committee, to be hereafter provided for in an 
application to the Corporation Commissioner of the Commonwealth of Virginia, to amend the charter 
of the Randolph-Macon College in the following particulars: 

First, To amend the charter by the insertion of a trust clause similar to that which the Discipline 
of our Church provides for holding other church property, so that the property held by the Randolph- 
Macon Board shall be bound to the M. E. Church, South, as closely as the laws of the State of Virginia 
will permit. 

Second, To amend the charter by the insertion of a provision that, before taking the oath of office, 
all trustees shall be confirmed, nominated or elected directly by the respective Conferences which they 
represent on the Board of Trustees, in accordance with such regulations as may be agreed upon by the 
present Board of Trustees. 

Resolved, 3. That in the event the joint application of the Board of Trustees, and of the Virginia 
Annual Conference to the Corporation Commission for the aforesaid amendments to the charter shall 
be denied by the said Corporation Commission, then the said Randolph-Macon Board of Trustees is 
requested to pass a resolution calling upon each Conference represented in the Board of Trustees when- 
ever a vacancy shall occur in its representation in said Board, to nominate three persons, from which 
persons so nominated by the respective Conferences the said Board of Trustees agrees to fill all vacancies 
that may occur in the membership of said Board. 

Resolved, 4. That in the event the said Randolph-Macon Board of Trustees shall decide that it 
cannot join with the Conference in an application to the Corporation Commission for the above-mentioned 
changes in the charter, then and not until then the Board of Trustees is requested to submit the matter 
of the wisdom of these suggested charter amendments to a commission of five persons, said persons 
to be selected from among the clerical or lay members of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, residing 
outside the bounds of the Virginia and Baltimore Conferences, two to be selected by the Board of Trus- 
tees, and two by the Committee appointed by the Conference, the fifth member of the Committee to be 
selected by the other four members chosen as indicated above, it being mutually agreed by the Board 
of Trustees and by the Conference that the findings of said Commission shall be accepted by both par- 
ties. 

Resolved, 5. That a Committee of seven members, consisting of four preachers and three laymen, 
none of whom shall be members of the Randolph-Macon Board of Trustees, or connected in any official 
way with any of the institutions under the care of the Randolph-Macon Board, be selected by the Con- 
ference by ballot, and the said Committee so selected be and is hereby instructed to commimicate 
promptly with the Randolph-Macon Board of Trustees, and to present to the said Board the above 
preamble and resolutions, and to take such action as may be necessary to carry into effect the wishes 
of the Conference, as indicated above; and the said Committee is instructed to request the Board of 
Trustees of Randolph-Macon College to meet in special session at as early a date as possible after January 
1st, in order to confer with the Committee hereby constituted by the Virginia Annual Conference. 
In the event that any vacancies shall occur, the remaining members of the Conunittee are hereby em- 
powered to fill vacancies. 

Resolve-d, 6. That the above action is taken with a high appreciation of the work which has been 
done by the Randolph-Macon Board of Trustees, and with no intention of reflecting in any way upon 
the motives of said Board but, in view of all the facts, the Conference is obliged to meet its own respon- 
sibilities, and to safeguard the interests of the Church, which have been committed to its care, and that 
it must do in accordance with its judgment as to what is for the best interest of the educational work 
of the Church.”

Inunediately following the reading of the preamble and resolutions adopted by the Virginia Con- 
ference, the preamble and resolutions adopted by the Baltimore Conference were also read. At the con- 
clusion of the reading of the papers adopted by the two Conferences, the President of the Board of Trus- 
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tees requested the secretary to read the resolutions adopted by the Board concerning the method of 
procedure to be followed. The secretary announced that the Board had decided to hear any state- 
ments that your Committee might desire to make, after which the Board would go into executive session 
to consider the matter presented by yom- Committee. After consultation, your Committee stated to 
the Board that the instructions of the Conference to the Committee contemplated a “conference” be- 
tween the Board of Trustees and your Committee, and not a bare statement of the views of your Com- 
mittee to the Board, and furthermore, that it was only just and right that the Committee should hear 
a full expression of the views of the Board, in order that there might be a proper understanding of the 
position of the Board, that your Committee might adequately represent the views of the Board to the 
Conference. The Board was unwilling to recede from its position, and your Committee declined to 
discuss the question under the limitation indicated by the Board. 

The Board then appointed a Committee consisting of Rev. B. F. Lipscomb, D. D., J. W. Duffy, D. D., 
and Messrs. R. W. Peatross, R. B. Davis and C. W. Prettyman, and requested the Committee of the 
Conference to confer with their Committee. To this your committee agreed, and a conference was held, 
extending over several hours. 

The Board invited your Committee to be present at its meeting to hear the report of their Commit- 
tee, which Committee presented a majority and minority report, as follows; 









Majority Report. 

To the Board of Trustees of Randolph-J^Iacon College; 

Gentlemen; Your Committee to which was referred the several resolutions of the Virginia and 
Baltimore Conferences, with reference to the relation of the Board of said Conferences, begs leave to 
report as follows; 

As directed by this Board, we had a conference with the Committee from the Virginia Conference 
charged with the duty of presenting its resolutions to this Board. 

At this Conference there was a full, frank and free interchange of opinion between the members of 
the two Committees upon every phase of the conditions now confronting the College, whose history 
is so largely interwoven with the development of the Methodist Church as represent^ in the Virginia 
and Baltimore Conferences. 

Your Committee has seriously and carefully considered all the papers referred to it and the requests 
therein contained. But two points are insisted on as essential in the requests made of this Board by 
the resolutions of the Conferences. 

First, That this Board recognize by formal action that the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, is 
the moral owner of the properties now managed by the Board. 

Second, That the two Conferences be given, in some form, the ultimate voice in the selection of 
the Trustees who are to control the affairs of the Corporation. 

It is recognized that all of the institutions under the direction of the Board are Methodist schools. 

The Trustees have, with rare exception', been either Methodist preachers or laymen. 

The Board of Trustees has, for nearly eighty years, conducted the affairs of these institutions for 
the advancement of Christian education in accordance with the ideals of the Methodist Church; and 
its administration is admitted to have been satisfactory to both Conferences. We do not see how the 
moral ownership of these schools by the Church can be more strongly expressed than has been done by 
the history of their foundation, growth and development. 

The education of the youth of the land under the influence of the Christian religion, as under- 
stood and interpreted by the Methodist Chm’ch, has always, from the foimdation of the College imtil 
now, been recognized as the only purpose for which the various institutions exist. 

The Board has always recogniz^, as it does now, that it is the agency through which the Church 
is doing its work in the advancement of Christian education. 

Believing that this sacred trust has been committed to us and that we are responsible to God and 
our own consciences for its faithful administration, we cannot as faithful Trustees transfer our duties 
or our obligations to any other body of men, however consecrated to the service of the Head of the 
Church and the cause of education they may be. 

We, therefore, respectfully recommend to the Board the adoption of the following resolutions; 

Resolved, 1. That in the opinion of the Trustees of Randolph-Macon they have not the right, 
moral or legal, nor would it be expedient nor prbmotive of the best interests of the institutions com- 
mitted to their care to amend, or to attempt to have amended the charter of Randolph-Macon College 
in any of the particulars requested by the Virginia and Baltimore Conferences of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, in resolutions adopted by said Conferences respectively at their last annual ses- 
sions, and, therefore, the Trustees feel constrained to respectfully decline to accede to the requests 
made by the Conferences in the firm conviction that in so doing they are carrying out the will of the 
Church as the founder of the original Randolph-Macon College and the wishes of a very large propor- 
tion of those whose labors and contributions have made possible the present magnificent system of 
schools now being directed by this Board. 

Resolved, 2. That the Trustees of Randolph-Macon College, while heartily proposing to main- 
tain the closest sympathetic relations with the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and especially as 
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represented in the Virginia and Baltimore Conferences of said Church, which they have always hitherto 
cordially and loyally recognized, nevertheless deem it to be their duty and the meaning of their repre- 
sentation to the Carnegie Foundation for the advancement of teaching, that they should also maintain 
their independence of any organization in the filling of vacancies in their Board, and in the conduct of 
the affairs of the colleges and schools under their charge. 

Resolved, 3. That a Committee of three trustees be appointed, who shall present to the Virginia 
and Baltimore Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at their next ensuing annual 
session, respectively, their resolutions of the Trustees of Randolph-Macon College: shall make ex- 
planation to said (Conferences of the views of the Trustees upon the matters raised in said resolutions 
of Conferences, and shall convey to each of said Conferences the expression of the deep regret on the 
part of the Trustees that they cannot accede to the request of the Conferences.

Minority Report. 

To the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon College: 

Gentlemen: The undersigned members of the Committee appointed to consider the communica- 
tions to the Board of Trustees from the Baltimore and Virginia Conferences touching the relation of 
the Randolph-Macon Schools to the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, beg leave to report that they 
have given careful attention to the matter referred to us and have conferr^ freely and fully with the 
Committee from the Virginia Conference concerning the questions at issue, and as the resiilt of then- 
deliberations offer the foUowing paper for your adoption; 

Realizing that the Randolph-Macon schools have been established in the interest of Christian 
education, and that from the beginning they have been fostered by the Methodist Church and sustained 
largely by the efforts and contributions of Methodist preachers and people, and recognizing the obliga- 
tion that is upon us to administer these schools as nearly as possible in accordance with the views 
of the said patrons and contributors, and desiring to secure for these institutions the highest possible 
efficiency and success, and in comphance with the expressed wishes of the Baltimore and Virginia Con- 
ferences, we recommend that vacancies hereafter occurring in the Board of Trustees from said Con- 
ferences respectively, be fiUed by said Board as heretofore, and the names of the person or persons so 
chosen shall be forwarded by the secretary of the Board to the next ensuing session of the Conference 
concerned for confirmation by said Conference. 

We recommend further that a committee of three be appointed by the President of the Board to 
secure such amendment to the charter as will authorize this action on the part of the Trustees.

After the reading of these reports the Board again invited the Committee to express its views, but 
inasmuch as the invitation was accompanied with the same limitations as the previous invitation, your 
Committee declined to recede from its position, but when direct questions were asked by members of 
the Board your Committee stated that, while it could not presume to bind the Virginia Conference, yet 
should the Board adopt the minority report, which contained the provision for the change of charter, 
giving the right of confirmation of all trustees proposed for election, the Committee would advocate the 
acceptance of that proposal by the Conference. Your Committee then retired and the Board, after an 
extended debate of several hours, recommitted both the majority and minority reports, and owing to 
the absence of R. W. Peatross, Esq., Bishop A. W. Wilson was appointed to take his place on the Com- 
mittee. 

When the Committee, as thus constituted, brought in its report, your Committee was invited by 
the Board to be present to hear the reading of the same. The report of the Committee was read and 
your Committee was requested by the Board to state whether, in case the Board should adopt this 
paper, it would advocate the acceptance by the Conference of the proposal therein contained. Your 
Committee replied that it would make response in writing to this inquiry. 

After a Conference with the Conunittee of the Board, in which conference certain verbal changes 
were made in the report, and after a careful consideration, your Committee appeared before the Board 
and made its reply in writing, which is as follows: 

To the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon College: 

Dear Brethren: The imdersigned members of the Committee appointed W the Virginia Annual 
Conference to present preamble and resolutions and to confer with the Board of Trustees of Randolph- 
Macon College have met with the special Committee of that Board and have discussed with the said 
Committee the questions involved in the said preamble and resolutions, and later on the report present- 
ed by the special Committee to the Board of Trustees. 
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After careful consideration we are unanimously of the opinion that no action taken by the Board 
of Trustees will be satisfactory to the Conference which does not in its essence comply with the request 
of the Conference that the Board of Trustees unite with us in a request to the Corporation Commission 
to make such changes in the charter as will give to 'the Conference a voice in the selection of Trustees 
by distinct charter provision. 

Holding this view our Committee unanimously declared in the first Conference with the special 
Committee of your Board that the minority report presented to your Board, which contained a provision 
for such amendment of charter as would give to the Conference the right of confirmation of all Trustees 
to be elected in the future, would be satisfactory to the Committee, and that the Committee would 
recommend to the Conference the acceptance of this proposition of the Randolph-Macon Board, and our 
Committee sincerely trusts that your Board will adopt that paper, or some similar paper, containing a 
clear recognition of the principle of the Conference ownership and control. 

We cannot believe that the paper submitted to us which refuses to comply with the united requests 
of the Baltimore and Virginia Conferences, and which presents in lieu thereof a proposition to adopt a 
resolution, that in the future the Board of Trustees will send the names of persons selected by the 
Board to the respective Conferences for approval before their formal election, will be satisfactory to the 
Virginia Conference. That Conference desires that such action shall be taken now, as will place be- 
yond any possible question in the future the legal relation of the Eandolph-Macon Svstem to the Con- 
ference. It desires that both the legal and moral ownership shall be definitely settled, so that our peo- 
ple may act in the future with a clear understanding that the system is either the property of the Church, 
or that it is not. The proposed action has therefore the weabiess that as it can be adopted by a mere 
majority of the Board without any charter changes, so it can be rescinded by a mere majority of the 
Board at any time that the Board may become convinced that there are good reasons for such a 
change. The relation so established will not command the confidence of our people because it can be 
dissolved at any time by the Board without the consent of the Conference. We are imanimously of 
the opinion that nothing short of a charter amendment will aUay the imrest and dissatisfaction of our 
people, prevent future friction, and possible legal entanglements, and give to the institutions that 
undivid^ support of our people which is absolutely necessary for their success, and we finally 
earnestly request the Board to unite with us in this request to the proper authorities for such charter 
changes.

After your Committee had answered the various questions propounded by the Board, the Board 
again went into executive session, and adopted the report of its Committee, which is as follows: 



To the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon College: 

Gentlemen: Your Conunittee to which was referred the several resolutions of the Virginia and 
Baltimore Conferences, with reference to the relation of this Board to said Conference, begs leave to 
report as follows: 

As directed by this Board, we had a conference with the Committee from the Virginia Conference 
charged with the duty of presenting the resolutions for this Board. 

At this conference there was a fuU, frank and free interchange of opinions between the members 
of the two Conunittees upon every phase of the conditions now confronting the college, whose history 
is so largely interwoven with the development of the Methodist Church as represented in the Virginia and 
Baltimore Conferences. 

Your Conunittee has seriously and carefully considered all the papers referred to it, and the request 
therein contained. 

This Board has always recognized that it is one of the agencies of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, for the education of youth. We recognize fully that our first duty is to the Church of God. We 
are members of the body of Christ, and aU that we have, the institutions committed to our charge as 
well as all else, belongs to him. 

Next comes our loyalty to the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. We believe that we are an 
integral part of that Churcn charged with specific duties just as other agencies are charged with other 
specific duties — ^just as much as the General Board of Education or the Board of Missions are 
cmrged with the performance of the duties committed to them. But we conceive that the perform- 
ance of our duties is obligatory upon us and cannot either be committed to or shared by any other per- 
son or associations of people. We must, therefore, respectfully decline to accede to the wishes of the 
Virginia and Baltimore Conferences as to suggested changes in the charter or organization of this Board; 
but desiring to show our respect for the wishes of the Conferences, 
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Be it resolved, that when a vacancy occurs in the Board of Trustees, such vacancy shall be filled 
by the election of this Board, but before such election the name of the person proposed to £dl such 
vacancy shall be submitted for approval to the Conference within whose bounds such vacancy shall 
occur, and upon api)roval he shall be elected by the Board. 

Inasmuch as misunderstanding has arisen and misrepresentation has been made of our relation to 
the Church in view of the fact that Randolph-Macon has been accepted as a beneficiary of the Carnegie 
Foimdation, and being intent upon retaining the closest possible relation to the Church and Conference 
to which we owe our existence, we hereby decline any benefit from said Foundation so long as it requires 
any severance or weakening of the tie by which we are bound to the Church: therefore, be it. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be sent by the secretary to the Carnegie Foundation 
for the advancement of teaching with the request that, if in the opinion of the trustees of that Founda- 
tion the action so taken renders us ineligible to a place on such Foundation, that our schools be at once 
withdrawn from the list of those participating in the benefits thereof. 

Resolved, That a Committee of three Trustees be appointed, who shall present to the Virginia and 
Baltimore Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at their next ensuing annual session, 
respectively, these resolutions of the Trustees of Randolph-Macon College, shall make explanation to 
said conferences of the views of the Trustees upon the matters raised in said resolutions or the Confer- 
ences, and shall convey to each of said Conferences the expression of the deep regret on the part of the 
Trustees that they caimot accede to the requests of the Conferences. 

And be it further resolved that a copy of these resolutions be forwarded by the secretary to the 
Committee from the Virginia Conference.

The Board communicated its action to your Committee, and stated that it had appointed a Com- 
mittee to convey its reply to the Vhginia and Baltimore Conferences, 

On June 25th, 1909, your Committee met and prepared a statement, which statement was pub- 
lished in the Baltimore and Richmond Christian Advocate of June 28, 1909, and is as follows: 

The Committee of seven, elected by the Virginia Conferences, at its session in Norfolk, Va.,''in Nov- 
ember, 1908, to present to the Randolph-Macon Board of Trustees the preamble and resolutions adopted 
by the said Conference, and to confer with the said Board of Trustees, and to take such action as may be 
necessary to carry into effect the wishes of the Conference as indicated by the said preamble and resolu- 
tions, met with the Randolph-Macon Board of Trustees at the annual session of the Board in June, 1909, 
and presented the said preamble and resolutions to the said Board. In view of th^ action which was 
taken by the said Randolph-Macon Board of Trustees at that meeting, which action has been printed 
and distributed generally for the information of the Church, following out the instructions of the Con- 
ference that the Committee should take such action as may be necessary to carry into effect the wishes 
of the Conference, as indicated in the preamble and resolutions, the Committee held a meeting in Rich- 
mond on June 24, 1909, and adopted the following preamble and resolutions which are hereby present- 
ed to the ministry and laity of the Virginia Annual Conference as its official statement of the present 
situation as it appears to the Committee: 



Whereas, The Virginia Annual Conference at its session in Petersburg in November, 1907, appoint- 
ed a Committee to confer with the Randolph-Macon Board of Trustees and to request that the Confer- 
ence be given a voice in the selection of trustees either by nomination or by direct election; and. 

Whereas, The said Committee has reported that it did confer with the said Board at its annual 
meeting in June, 1908, and that the said l^ndolph-Macon ^Board made reply to the said Committee 
declaring that it had neither the legal nor the moral right, under the charter, to grant the request of 
the Virginia Conference; and. 

Whereas, The Virginia Conference, at its session m Norfolk, in November, 1908, elected a Committee 
of seven to confer with the said Randolph-Macon Board of Trustees, and to request the Board, in the 
name of the Conference, to join with the Conference in an application to the Corporation Commission 
to amend the charter of Randolph-Macon College in the following particulars: First, by the insertion 
of the trust clause which shall bmd the property held by the Randolph-Macon Board as closely to the 
Church as the laws of the State of Virginia will permit, and secondly, by the insertion of a provision 
requiring all trustees of said Board to be confirmed, nominated or elected by the respective Conferences, 
which they represent on the said Board; and furthermore, in the event the said Board should refuse 
to join in the application to the Corporation Commission for said change, the said Committee was in- 
structed to request the said Board to submit the matter as to the wisdom of the said charter amend- 
ments to a commission of arbitration for final settlement: and. 
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Whereas, The said Committee did meet with the said Board of Trustees and did present the above- 
mentioned requests of the Virginia Annual Conference to the said Board at its meeting in June, 1909; 
and, 

Whereas, The said Board declined to comply with any and all of the afore-mentioned requests of 
the Virginia Annual Conference, and did make no response to the proposition of the Conference to arbi- 
trate the matter in question, and gave as a reason for its action that the performance of the duties of 
the said Board “ is obligatory upon us, and can not either be committed to or shared by any other person 
or association of people; ” and. 

Whereas, notwithstanding the above declaration, the Board did also declare, “that it is one of the 
agencies of the M. E. Church, South, for the education of youth,” that it is “an integral part of that 
Church, charged with specific duties, just as other agencies are charged with specific duties, just as 
much as the Board of Education or the Board of Missions is charged with the performance of its duties, ” 
and that it is “intent upon retaining the closest possible relation to the Church and Conference to which 
we owe our existence; ” and. 

Whereas, the Board also adopted the following resolution; “Resolved, That when a vacancy 
occurs on the Board of Trustees, such vacancy shall be filled by the election of this Board; but before 
such election, the name of the person proposed to fill such vacancy shall be submitted for approval to 
the Conference within whose bounds such vacancy shall occim, and upon approval, he shall be elected 
by the Board, 

Resolved, 1. That we fully appreciate and heartily approve the declarations made by the Board 
that it is “one of the agencies of the Church,” that it is “an integral part of the Church,” and that it 
o\yes its existence “to the Church, and the Conference,” thus putting itself once again on record in line 
w'ith the declaration of the Board to the Legislature of Virginia, in 1870, that the “creator of the college 
is the Virginia Conference,” and that “the college is in moral law and justice the property of the Con- 
ference; ” and that we furthermore fully appreciate the action taken by the Board in the performance 
of the duty obligatory upon the Board in the selection of trustees, and we hereby express it as our present 
conviction that the Virginia Annual Conference should agree that whenever the said Board of Trustees 
shall submit to the Virginia Annual Conference for its approval the name of any person to fill a vacancy 
in the said Board of TVustees, the Conference will, by formal action, approve or disapprove the selec- 
tion of said person to be a trustee of Randolph-Macon College. 

Resolv^, 2. We are obliged, however, to express our regret that the Board of Trustees of Randolph- 
Macon College, composed as it exclusively is of ministers and laymen of the Baltimore and Virginia 
Conferences, could not with hearty unanimity comply with the practically unanimous requests or the 
said Conferences, but, on the contrary, declined to grant any one of these requests. We believe that it 
is absolutely essential for the maintenance and prosperity of the Randolph-Macon System that it should 
have the hearty, enthusiastic and united support of our people, both in the matter of gifts and patronage, 
and it is the sole purpose of this committee to accomplish this result. And in pm*suanceof this object, 
we are constrained to say that, in our judgment, the action taken by the Board will not satisfy a large 
number of our people. We believe that nothing short of a charter recognition of the ownership of the 
Randolph-Macon System by the Church will seciue to the Church its rights, and will secure to the 
system such support as is absolutely necessary for its future success. And we furthermore are con- 
strained to believe»that should it be agreed that this action of the Board is to be taken as a final 
settlement of the question at issue between the Conferences and the Board of Trustees, this settlemjent 
will be so unsatisfactory to many persons whose influence and means have always been exerted in favor 
of the Randolph-Macon System, that great danger will come to the institutions therefrom. 

Resolved, 3. In view of the considerations mentioned above, without depreciating in any way 
the action taken by the Randolph-Macon Board at its meeting in June, or the intentions of those favor- 
ing and advocating the said action, we furthermore express it as our present conviction that the Virginia 
Annual Conference, at its session in November, 1909, should select a Committee, in whatsoever manner 
it may prefer, which Committee shall be instructed to request a conference with the Board of Trustees 
of Randolph-Macon College within sixty days of the adjournment of the Virginia Conference, and shall 
be instructed in the said Conference to set forth the unsatisfactory character of the action taken by the 
Board in June, 1909, the damage that must inevitably come to the institutions should this be accepted 
by the Conference as a final settlement, and to urge upon the Board of Trustees, in the interest of the 
Randolph-Macon schools, the absolute necessity of joining with the Conference to obtain such charter 
amendment as will secure the rights of the Chinch and as will raUy to the support of the Randolph-Macon 
System the united Methodism of the Virginia and Baltimore Conferences; and that the said Committee 
be authorized to take such action as may be necessary to carry into effect the wishes of the Conference. 

Resolved, 4. That the above preamble and resolutions be published in the columns of the Balti- 
more and Richmond Christian Advocate, and in view of the fact that the Board of Trustees has appointed 
a Committee to present their action to the Conferences, we recommend that there be no public discus- 
sion of the matter until Conference meets.

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On October 26th, 1909, the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon College met in special session at 
the Woman’s College, at Lynchburg. Your Committee was not present at this meeting, but the secular 
press reports that a motion was made to rescind the resolution adopted by the Board in June, 1909, and 
that this motion w’as defeated by a very narrow margin. 

In view of the foregoing facts, your Committee submits the following resolutions for adoption by the 
Conference; 

Resolved, 1. That we hereby express our hearty appreciation of the statements of the Board, in 
its action taken in Jxme, 1909, that the Board is “one of the agencies of the M. E. Church, South,” 
and that we furthermore heartily appreciate the action of the Board in giving to the Virginia and Bal- 
timore Conferences a voice in the appointment of future trustees, and the Virginia Conference hereby 
definitely agrees that whenever the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon College shall present to this 
Conference for its approval the name of any person to fill a vacancy in the said Board of Trustees the 
Conference will indicate, by vote, its approval or disapproval of such person to fill said vacancy, and 
will notify the said Board of Trustees or its action. 

Resolved, 2. That in the judgment of this Conference, the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon 
College is not merely an agency of the M. E. Church, South, but is the agency of the Virginia and Balti- 
more Conferences, specifically created by the Virginia Conferences to carry on the work of the Conference 
in the education of youth, and that the Trustees of the said Board are representatives of the said Con- 
ference, and that they are members of the said Board by virtue of their relation to the said Confer- 
ences, and the Virginia Conference hereby expresses it as its firm conviction that for the best interests of 
the M. E. Chm*ch, South, of the institutions under the care of the Randolph-Macon Board, in particular, 
the said Trustees, as representatives of the Conferences, should accede to the well-nigh unanimous re- 
quest of the two Conferences, that the charter of the said Board be changed so as to guarantee to the 
Conferences the right by charter provision to participate in the selection of persons to fill all vacancies 
that may hereafter arise in the membership of the said Board, and in view of the fact that a well-nigh 
successful effort was recently made to rescind the action taken by the Board in June, 1909, the Virginia 
Conference again presents to the said Board its request, made now for three years in succession, that the 
Conference be given the right by charter provision to participate in the selection of trustees; and we 
confidently look to the said Board to take favorable action upon this request. 

Resolved, 3. That the secretary of the Conference be and he is hereby instructed to communicate 
the action of the Virginia Conference, as set forth in the foregoing resolutions, to the president and secre- 
tary of the said Board of Trustees.

Concerning Randolph-Macon College. 

Whereas, there is a great desire that such action shall be taken at this session of the Conference 
as will result in the final settlement of the question at issue between this Conference and the Board of 
Trustees of Randolph-Macon College, and whereas the important question at issue is the recognition in 
the charter of the ownership and control of the Randolph-Macon system by the Virginia and Baltimore 
Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and whereas the said Board of Trustees has 
declared that its chief objection to the proposed change is that it does not see its way clear to legally 
share the responsibility for the selection of trustees with any other body, be it 

Resolved, 1. That we hereby agree that if the laws of the State of Virginia will permit the inser- 
tion of a trust clause in the charter of Randolph-Macon College, setting forth that the property is held 
in trust for the Virginia and Baltimore Conferences of the M. E. Church, South, and if the Board of 
Trustees of Randolph-Macon College wiU make request that such clause be inserted in the charter of 
Randolph-Macon College, and if the said Board will furthermore request that it shall be set forth in the 
charter that three-fourth of the trustees shall be either clerical or lay members of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, residing within the bounds of Baltimore and Virginia Conferences of the M. E. 
Church, South, then this Conference will withdraw its request made on Thursday, November the Ilth, 
for a voice in the selection of said trustees. But if it is impossible to insert such a trust clause in 
the said charter, then we trust that the said Board of Trustees will grant the request contained in 
the second resolution adopted by the Conference on November 11th, inasmuch as it will then appear 
that by that method alone will it be possible to give legal recognition of the ownership and control 
of the colleges by the Virginia and Baltimore Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

Resolved, 2. That a Committee be appointed by this body, which shall have full authority to 
represent to the Corporation Commission the wish of the Virginia Conference concerning the pro- 
posed change. 

Resolved, 3. That the Secreta^ of this body be, and is hereby instructed to send a copy of this 
action to the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon College.

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Protest of Pettyjohn and Others. 

I^chburg, Va., Nov. 8, 1909 

In the Baltimore and Richmond Advocate of November 4th, Dr. James Cannon, Jr., who was chair- 
man of the Virginia Conference Committee of Conference with the Trustees of Randolph-Macon College, 
says of the resolution adopted by the Board on June 9th, 1909, that it was stated positively that it 
was a “gentleman’s contract” which would be as binding upon those voting for it as a legal action. 

The undersigned trustees desire to protest against the proposition that the Trustees of Randolph 
Macon College have agreed or will agree to do under a so called “gentleman’s contract” any thing which 
they may not openly and lawfully do as trustees under their oaths of oflSice. They hold that those 
who favored the compromise report then adopted in the urgency of the situation intended to act and 
trusted that they were acting, lawfully and within the limits of the charter. 

For ourselves, we are compelled to say to the Virginia Conference that with a desire to do what 
is agreeable to it, if not inconsistent with the charter or with the best interests of the institutions in- 
trusted to our care, we, as we understand our oaths of office, cannot actively or passively participate 
in an attempt to confer any right or authority in the selection, nomination, approval or confirmation 
of tri^tees upon any other person or association of people, directly or indirectly, by agreeing to the 
carrying out of the plan of election of trustees proposed by the resolution of June 9th, 1909.

Petition of Farmville District Conference. 

Whereas, It is of vital importance to the prosperity and giowth of our Church, that it own and 
control institutions of learning in which to train young men and young women under positively Christian 
influences for the service of the Master, and. 

Whereas, There is great imrest and dissatisfaction at the present uncertain condition of our ed- 
ucational interests in various sections of the Church, and serious differences of opinion have arisen, 
and in some cases moral questions have become involved, and. 

Whereas, This condition of affairs is working serious damage to our educational work, and hence 
of necessity to the growth and prosperity of the Church, and. 

Whereas, It is of ^eat importance that these matters should be finally settled so definitely that 
there may be no question as to the moral, equitable and legal relation of all educational institutions 
to the Church, so that our people may know to what institution they owe their allegiance and what 
institution they should seek to build up by personal effort, and by gifts, with the assurance that their 
institutions are now, and will continue to be the property of this Church, until the Church itself shall 
sever that relation, and. 

Whereas, There is no reason why any institution should not desire that its relation to the Church 
be clearly and unmistakably defined, be it. 

Resolved, That we, the ministers and laymen of the Farmville District in Conference assembled, 
do hereby petition the Virginia Annual Conference to memorialize the General Conference to take action 
as follows: 

First, To provide that all institutions which are morally the property of the Methodist Church, 

■ and which claim support and patronage from the Methodist Churcn on that basis be required to place 
I the title to the property held by said institutions in the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, by what- 
ever legal forms and in so far as the laws of the various states will permit; and furthermore to provide 
I that a majority of the trustees of said institutions shall be either clerical or lay members of the M. E. 
Church, South, residing within the bounds of the Conferences from which said institutions claim support 
and patronage, and to provide furthermore that such boards of trustees be required to make annual 
report of the condition of the said institutions to the patronizing Conferences. 

Second, To provide that no assessment be laid, and no appropriation be made by any duly organ- 
ized body of the M. E. Church, South, for the benefit of any educational institutions, a title to whose 
property has not been vested in the Church so far as the laws of the various states will permit, and a 
majority of whose trustees are not either clerical or lay members of the M. E. Church, South, as afore- 
said.

Temperance. 

Under the providence of God much has been accomplished during the past year throughout the 
United States, toward the abolition of the liquor traffic. Since our last Conference session from eight 
to nine thousand saloons have been closed in this country. Territory equal to four states the size of 
Virginia, has abolished the open saloon. From six to seven millions of people have been freed from 
the curse of the legalized liquor traffic. 
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Continued investigation shows most clearly and conclusively that the beverage liquor traffic is 
the greatest contributing cause to economic waste, political coiTuption, physical deficiency, moral 
perversity, criminality, disease, poverty, ignorance and the sum total of all sorrow, shame and sin. 

Being members of the church militant and citizens of our government, we recognize our accoimta- 
bility to Ahnighty God and to this generation, to remove the blight of the liquor curse as much as to 
dissipate the ignorance and superstition of paganism and heathenism. 

In any form the dispensing of beverage liquors is wrongful and immoral. That thoughtful legis- 
lators should continue to give it legal status in this day when the dire results of the traffic are so well 
known, passes comprehension. 

We deplore the tendency of many newspapers and periodicals of standing and influence, to mini- 
mize the beneficial results of prohibition laws, when such laws have been enacted and become of force. 
When newspapers constantly hold before the public and advocate the thought, that laws made 
for the protection of our homes, our citizenship, om social fabric, cannot be enforced; when such papers 
so intimate to the lawbreaker that he may pursue his course without fear of legal penalty; when by 
suggestion to the executive branch of the government they create the impression that the people do 
not expect the law to be enforced — it is not a surprising thing if the law should be broken. We do not 
attempt to pass judgment upon the sincerity and honesty of the management of such papers, but we 
do hold that such papers should claim no right of entrance into any patriotic American home. 

We believe that the inter-state and intra-state shipments of intoxicating liquors into dry territory 
is wrong and should be forbidden by law. 

The inherent disposition of those engaged in the liquor traffic to discredit and defy aU laws made 
for their regulation or control, constitutes a most serious menace to government and society. Nothing 
remains but to destroy root and branch this baneful and anarchistic power that has so firmly estab- 
lished itself in our beloved countiy. 

In our own State of Virginia since the meeting of the Conference in November, 1908, the saloons 
have been closed in Lynchburg, South Boston, Houston, Fredericksburg, Franklin, Staunton, and some 
country districts. They have been reopened in Bristol and Shenendoah, and elections in Harrisonburg, 
Petersburg, Roanoke and Rocky Mount have been carried by the “wets”, while Radford, Blackstone 
and Woodstock have again voted “dry.” In every instance, but that of Petersburg, the “wet” majori- 
ties have been very small and were obtained by such an expenditure of money, or were attended by 
such questionable methods as to show conclusively that a majority of the intelligence and virtue of 
every one of these communities is in favor of the abolition of the saloon, and the saloon nuisance has 
been fastened upon every one of these communities by the vote of the negroes and of the purchasably 
criminal element among the whites. 

All of these elections have been fought by the Anti-Saloon League workers not only against the 
local liquor dealers, but against the National Liquor Dealers’ Association. The large distilling and 
brewing interests have furnished men and money to carry on the fight in these towns in order to obtain 
depots of supplies, from which to flood the “dry” territory with the “jug” trade. 

The issue now is no longer between our Virginia people and the local liquor interests, but between our 
people and the National Liquor Dealers’ Association. The condition of affairs in Virginia is now rapidly 
approaching that which existed in the other Southern States, which have passed State-wide prohibition 
laws. The majority of the country people and the majority of the intelligent, substantial, unpurchas- 
able citizens in nearly all of our towns and cities consider the saloons to be a public nuisance and 
demand its abolition. 

The policy of temperance workers in the past has been the wisest they could have followed. The 
local option method has given excellent opportunity for the education of the public sentiment, and 
the results attained have been gratifying in the extreme. 

Have we gone as far as we can go under the local option policy? Has the time come to change 
the policy? The entrance of the National Liquor Dealers’ Association into the conflict has injected 
a new element into the situation. The policy of these people is to furnish men and money to originate 
and carry on a contest in every town and city which has voted “dry.” as soon as the law will allow 
a new election. Hence the elections in Bristol, Radford, Shenandoah, Woodstock, and those soon to 
be held in Charlottesville, Berryville, etc. 

The purpose of this policy is to wear out the “dry” forces by continual calls for money and time 
to carry on the work incident to an election. 
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The reports from the various sections showed that the sentiment in favor of a State-wide prohibi- 
tory law had been greatly strengthened by these local option campaigns. 

In view of the above consideration your Committee presents the following resolutions to the Con- 
ference for adoption: 

Resolved, 1. That the legalized liquor traffic is a community, state and national sin and we pledge 
ourselves to fight for its complete extinction by local. State and Congressional legislation. 

Resolved, 2. That law enforcement is equally important with law enactment, and we earnestly 
urge our people to strive for the election of officers who will strictly enforce the laws enacted, so 
that the expressed will of the people for the suppression and destruction of this curse may be given 
effect; and we earnestly desire and will seek for such state and national legislation as will give full force 
and effect to our prohibition laws. 

Resolved, 3. That we deplore the attitude of those newspapers of the State, especially those 
among the daily papers, which minimize and belittle the good effects of the prohibition laws, and 
advocate the legalized saloon on the ground that the prohibitory laws can not be enforced. 

Resolved, 4. That we heartily endorse the conservative and practical methods of the Anti-Saloon 
League of Virginia, that we rejoice in the great results that have followed its work in our State and we 
herebv pledge ourselves to give the officers and workers of the League a welcome hearing in our 
churches at least once annually, and we pledge ourselves to give the League our moral and financial 
support. 

Resolved, 5. That we mge our pastors and teachers to preach and teach the Bible doctrine that 
drunkenness is a crime against the individual, against society, against God, and to impress upon the 
minds of our young people the danger of moderate drinking and the value of total abstinence, and 
we specially commend to local societies and to town governments the use of posters in public places 
setting forth the evils that follow the use of intoxicating hquors. 

Resolved, 6. That we endorse the efforts of the American Anti-Saloon League to secure such 
legislation from Congress as will enable the various states to protect “dry” territory from inter-state 
shipments and as will prevent the giving of internal revenue tax-receipts to persons who are forbidden 
by the State laws to sell ardent spirits, and we urge our representatives in Congress to give active 
aid in the passage of this legislation. 

Resolved, 7. That we heartily endorse the effort of the Anti-Saloon League to secure the 
restrictive and punitive legislation demanded by the league in its Convention in February, 1909. 

Resolved, 8. That we believe that hquor licenses granted in “wet” towns and cities should be 
so restricted that the holder of said licenses should be prohibited from shipping ardent spirits into 
any district, town, or city, the voters of which district, town or city have declared against such ship- 
ments into their midst. 

Resolved, 9. That we request the Anti-Saloon League of Virginia through its proper officers, 
to present to the General Assembly of Virginia a bill giving to the qualified voters of Virginia the right 
to call for a vote upon the question of a State-wide prohibitory law, and this body hereby declares 
itself in favor of the passage of a measure granting to the voters of the State this right, whenever 
twenty-five per cent of the qualified voters so request.

Publishing Interests.

The Committee on Publishing Interests beg leave to submit the following report: 

The exhibit of the Publishing Agents is for the most part very gratifying. In the year ending 
December 31, 1908, a year of financial depression, there was an increase of sales in Nashville and Dallas 
of $34,198.28, and an increase of profits amounting to $8,911.66. The circulation of our Sunday-school 
periodicals continues to increase with the growth of the church, and it is the largest single source of 
revenue. There was a loss, however, of $4,977.02 on the Chi’istian Advocate, of $3,822.16 on the Epworth 
Era, and of $209.84 on the Quiet Hour Quarterly. The Methodist Review has the largest circulation 
it has ever had, and more than meets the cost of its publication. 

The periodicals of our Church published in Nashville, are all of unusual merit and richly deserve 
the patronage of our people. It is not creditable, it is distinctly discreditable, to a great church like 
ours that any one of them should fail to pay its way. Your Committee would urge upon the members 
of this Conference, not only to become subscribers themselves, but to do everything possible to get 
them into the homes of our people. 

Our Baltimore and Richmond Christian Advocate has met expenses during* the past year, but has 
furnished no profits or remuneration to its publishers. It is a paper faithfully edited in the interest of 
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the welfare and progress of the Church, and in defence of missions, temperance and Christian educa- 
tion. We cannot hope for our people to be efficient workers in the Church and helpers in its various 
enterprises, unless they have the information and inspiration which comes from the weekly reading 
of this periodical. We must in some way if possible, get it into the hands of our people, not so 
much for the sake of its publishers, as for the sake of the Church of our love. We would name the 
third Sunday in May as “Advocate Sunday’’ to be set apart for the special presentation of the claims 
of our Conference organ, and would urge upon the preachers the most generous treatment of any one 
sent out by the publishers to secure subscriptions from the people of their charges. 

The distribution of good books is a most effective agency in the spread of the Kingdom of Jesus. 
Brother Hunter, our Conference colporteur, has been eminently successful in the good work, and has 
constantly on hand a well selected stock of books suitable for the libraries of Sunday-schools, of 
preachers and intelligent laymen. We would commend his work most cordially to the sympathy and 
support of our people. 

The Committee would ask for the following appointments: James Cannon, Jr., editor of Balti- 
more and Richmond Christian iVdvocate; J. S. Peters, associate editor; J. S. Hunter, Conference col- 
porteur. We would commend the following for membership on the Advocate Advisory Committee:

Board of Church Extension. 

Your Board is pleased to report increased interest and growth in church extension work. Such 
is evidenced by reports from the general field and from within the bounds of our Conference. 

The whole amount of receipts on assessments is S8,774.38, which is an increase of $503.05 over 
last year. One half of this amount, with $61.09 in the hands of the Treasurer, gave the Board for 
distribution $4,448.28.

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Bible Cause. 

In this day of missionary enthusiasm and activity, the American Bible Society should not be 
overlooked, and cannot be without detriment to the missionary cause. This Society declares that 
its entire work is missionary and benevolent. It has no other. “It was organized in order that 
anybody and everybody in the wide world could procure the Holy Bible without dependence upon 
the ordinary methods of commercial establishments.” In the distribution of the Bible the whole 
world is the field, for scarcely a nation or language is overlooked. In the foreign fields, the work of 
the Society is felt for good, and it is of incalculable benefit to our missionaries. At home, the word 
of God is distributed by the thousands, and in the many languages spoken upon the American soil, 
and the Society is stretching forth its hand to every land, selling or giving the Bible to them who 
have it not. Thus the American Bible Society is one of the mightiest missionary agencies in the world. 

The income of the Society is derived from invested funds, the sale of the Bible, legacies and con- 
tributions from individuals and churches. The legacies during the past year amount to $125,404.56, 
and the contributions from individuals and churches to $82,294.57. These from the whole country. 
When we consider the great importance of the work, the wide extent of territory, and the wealth of 
Christians of this country, this amount is very small. 

In the distribution of Bibles in this coimtry, the Society is particularly liberal toward the states 
which composed the Southern Confederacy, making an appropriation for work in these states of forty 
per cent of all the money contributed by individuals and chm'ches throughout the country, and sixty 
per cent more than these states contributed to the Society, 

In the section known as the South Atlantic Agency, which includes Virginia, 53,000 copies of the 
Word of God have already been distributed this year and the Agency-Secretary expects the number 
to reach 65,000 by the close of the year. 

In our own State 14 colportuers and local agents are now at work distributing the Bible, and more 
workers will be placed in the field as soon as possible. 

We regret that the response to the appeal for the $500,000 needed to meet the condition placed 
upon the Society by Mrs. Russell Sage in order to obtain a like sum from her has not met with a more 
liberal response. We hope, however, that the remaining $270,000 needed will soon be raised. We 
would caU the attention of our wealthy men to the liberal offer of Mrs. Sage. 

In view of the foregoing facts, recognizing the great work being done by the American Bible Society 
and believing that this work is essential to the success of our missionary cause both at home and abroad, 
be it 

Resolved, That our pastors be requested to urge upon their congregations a more liberal support 
of the Society, and that we request our presiding elders to give prominence to the Bible cause at their 
District Conrerences,

Since April first in this year, we have received into the Orphanage 18 boys and 12 girls, total 30; 
we have adopted out 3 boys and 2 girls, total 5; there are out on trial 4 boys and 6 girls, total 10; we 
have returned to parents 3 boys and 5 girls, total 8; we have sent to another institution one girl, and 
have discharged by age limit one girl. There are now in the institution 48 boys and 54 girls, total 103. 

The Executive Committee regrets to say that they are constantly receiving more applications for 
admission than our present facilities can accommodate. In order to relieve the situation until other 
cottages are erected they have organized a “Homing-Out Department” in connection with our work. 
Our experience in this department so far shows on the part of the guardians of the applicants for ad- 
mission a willingness to place their children in the Orphanage, but a decided disinclination to have them 
homed out. 

SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE 



To meet the growing expenses of the growing institution, the executive Committee engaged a 
special representative to assist the Superintendent in canvassing the Church. We acknowledge with 
gratitude the cordial co-operation with which the preachers have received the visits of these officers, 
and the generous contributions made for the Orphanage by the churches visited; our warmest thanks 
are also due the elect ladies who did excellent work for us in the Christmas collection, to the Sunday- 
school superintendents who saw to it that the children of the church were given an opportunity to help 
their less fortunate brothers and sisters, and to those societies and individuals who have so kindly un- 
dertaken either to support a child here at a nominal cost of $50.00 per year, or to clothe on at a cost of 
$15.00 per year. 

We rejoice that by the blessing of God upon the prayerful and sympathetic efforts of our friends 
(whose number is constantly increasing) we are enabled to pay our current expenses up to date. 

“THE GUARDIAN” 

The circulation of the “Guardian,” our Orphanage organ published monthly at twenty-five cents per 
year, has continued to grow. The profits of this popular little sheet this year will amount to over 
$1,250, all of which is devoted to the support of the children, by direction of the Guardian Publishing 
Co., Inc., the owners of the paper. To the faithful and gratuitous work of our editor, Mr. W. E. Woody, 
of Richmond, Va., is largely due the increased popularity of our paper. 



ADDITION TO GROUNDS 

We have added to our real estate some six-and-a-half acres of land adjoining us, and the institution 
now owns a very valuable tract of land extending to the Belt-Line Railroad and within two hundred 
yards of the city limits. 
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INDUSTRIAL PLANT 



In response to our call to the Church, issued twelve months ago, we are glad to report that this 
absolutely necessary feature of our work meets with general approval. Of the $20,000 called for in 
subscriptions payable in three yearly instalments, we gratefully report the sum of $12,500 subscribed, 
of which amount $4,885.00 has been paid. 

We have formally adopted as the Industrial Plant pohcy for the present an agricultmal depart- 
ment; a stenography, typewriting and bookkeeping department; a department of dressmaking and 
millinery; and a department of domestic science. We have erected a modem barn, which is paid for, at 
a cost of $3,700. 

TRUSTEES 

We regretfully report the loss to the Orphanage and to the Church of the appreciated labors of 
Augustus Wright, of Petersburg, Va., who was translated in the spring; of Rev. Jos. W. Shackford, 
who died at his post; and of Rev. J. T. Mastin, D. D., whose position as secretary of the State Board 
of Charities and Corrections (which gives him supervision over all the eleemosynary institutions in the 
State) deprives us of his presence at our deliberations. 

We respectfully submit to the Annual Conference for confirmation the names of Jas. P. Jones, of 
Manchester, W. C. Ivy, of Lynchburg, E. Frank Storey, of Franklin, and J. E. Rogers, of Dendron, who 
have been elected to fill vacancies on our Board of Trustees. 

We respectfully request our presiding Bishop to appoint Rev. Arthur B. Sharpe Superintendent, 
and Rev. J. Wiley Bledsoe, D. D., Field Agent.

Report of the Committee on a Forward Movement. 

The Committee on a Forward Movement appointed at the last session of the Virginia Conference 
begs to submit the following: 

A meeting of the Committee was called during the year and an executive committee was elected. 
The Executive Committee has carefully considered the objects outlined in the resolution of the report 
number two of last year’s proceedings of the Conference Board of Missions. 

We have concluded to apply for articles of incorporation under the title of “The Wesley Corpora- 
tion.” 

We propose as the first imdertaking the establishment of a Bible and Training School within the 
bounds of the Conference for the preparation of deaconesses, Sunday-school workers, missionaries, etc. 
and in time the founding of a hospital. 

The Secretary of the Committee visited the last session of the Baltimore Conference and was given 
an opportunity to present the claims of the proposed Bible and Training School to both the Mission 
Board and Conference. The Conference passed a resolution of appreciation and commendation of 
the movement, and we may confidently hope for the co-operation of the Baltimore Conference in the 
movement. 

The laymen in their Missionary Conference in Richmond, in April, also endorsed the proposition 
and pledged their support when appeal is made for means to begin work. 

The Secretary of the Committee visited the annual meeting of the Woman’s Home Mission Society 
of the Virginia Conference, at Farmville, in May, and proposed to the women that they commit theii' 
societies to the support of a teacher of applied methods in the school when it shall be opened. They 
took action memorializing their General Board to authorize them to do this. We have been informed 
that their petition has been granted. We report that the proposition to establish a Bible and 
Training School has been well received by the above bodies and some progress has been made 
oward the realizing of the same.

THE UNITY OF METHODISM. 

Whereas, We, the Virginia Conference, believing that the glory of God, and the progress of Method- 
ism demand a closer relation of the various branches of the Methodist Chm*ch in these United States, 
and whereas, we believe that a co-ordination and federation can be effected, that will give impetus and 
power to the whole Church, therefore, we would respectfully request the General Conference, that 
meets in Asheville, May, 1910, to take steps looking to the unity of Methodism, on the following plans 
or conditions: — 
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First, That the united Church take the original name the “Methodist Episcopal Church.” 

Second, As the M. E. Church and the M. E. Church, South, are already over-lapping bodies, and, as 
the General Conference of each Church is a very large body, that the Church be divided into four di- 
visions, viz: Eastern, Western, Southern and Color^. 

Third, That every division have its own General Conference, once in four years, elect its own Bish- 
ops and other Church officers, and have full control of all domestic mission and educational work within 
the division. 

Four, That the preachers from any division be allowed to transfer to any other division by the 
concurrence of the Bishop fi-om whose episcopal district they leave and that to which they go. 

Fifth, That there be a Federal Conference held once in six years, composed of an equal number of 
representatives from each division, said Federal Conference being an appellant court for the whole church. 

Sixth, That the members of the Federal Conference be elected by the General Conference of every 
division and that there be an equal number of lay and clerical members, but that the number be not 
large enough to make the Conference unwieldy. 

Seventh, That the Federal Conference have the power to transfer the Bishops from one division 
to another if such a transfer is deemed necessary. 

Eighth, That no two divisions attempt foreign mission work within the same territory.

Whereas, It is of vital importance to the prosperity and growth of our Church,'' that it own and 
control institutions of learning to train young men and young women under positively Christian in- 
fluences for the service of the Master; and 

Whereas, there is great unrest and dissatisfaction at the present uncertain condition of our edu- 
cational interests in various sections of the Church, and various differences of opinion have arisen, and 
in some cases moral questions have become involved; and 

Whereas, This condition of affairs is working serious damage to our educational work, and hence, 
of necessity, to the growth and prosperity of the Church; and 

Whereas, It is of great importance that these matters should be finally settled so definitely that 
there may be no question as to the moral, equitable and legal relation of all educational institutions 
to the Chmch, so that our people may know to what institutions they owe their allegiance, and what 
institutions they should seek to build up by personal efforts and gifts, with the assurance that these 
institutions are now, and will continue to be, the property of the Church, until the Church itself shall 
sever that relation; and 

Whereas, There is no reason why any institution should not desire that its relation to the Church 
be clearly and unmistakably defined, be it 

Resolved, That we the ministers and the laymen of the Farmville District in conference assembled, 
do hereby petition the Virginia Annual Conference to memorialize the General Conference to take ac- 
tion as follows: 

First, To provide that all institutions which are morally the property of the M. E. Chm*ch, South, 
and which claim support and patronage from the M. E. Church, South, on that basis be requested to 
place the title to the property, held by said institutions in the M. E. Church, South, by whatever legal 
forms, and in so far as the laws of the various states will permit; and furthermore, to provide that a 
majority of the trustees of said institutions shall be either clerical or lay members of the M. E. Church, 
South, residing within the bounds of the Conferences, from which said institutions claim support and 
patronage, and to provide furthermore, that such Boards of Trustees be required to make annual report 
of the condition of the said institutions to the patronizing Conferences.

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SESSIONS OF THE VIRGINIA ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 



Six Conferences were held in Virginia before the Methodist Episcopal Church in the 
United States was organized, and five of them were held within the territory of the Virginia 
Annual Conference. But they were not, strictly speaking, Virginia Annual Conferences. 
Hence, these Conferences do not appear among the sessions enumerated below. The Annual 
Conferences proper number their sessions, respectively, from their first meeting after the 
organization of the Methodist Episcopal Church as an independent ecclesiastical body, 
December, 1784. In conformity with this rule the sessions of the Virginia Annual Conference 
are numbered from the meeting held at Mason’s, Brimswick county, Va., May, 1785.
